U.S. troops transitioning out of Iraq's cities crowd into same Baghdad base

BAGHDAD — Spc. Arron Vandeventer, a sniper, sat on a 
folding stool cleaning his weapon while other soldiers piled 
their duffle bags onto bunks around him. 

This is home now, a warehouse-type room crammed with 40 
bunk beds at Forward Operating Base Shield, near Baghdad’s 
former Olympic grounds between the Tigris River and Sadr 
City. Vandeventer arrived Monday from Suleikh, a joint U.S.- 
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Iraqi security station that Americans are vacating as part of 
the plan to pull back from Iraq’s cities by June 30. The same 
day, about 150 U.S. soldiers officially moved out of a similar 
base called Basateen in eastern Baghdad. 

When asked Tuesday afternoon what his new job would be at 
Shield, Vandeventer paused. 

“Actually, we’re not really sure,” he said. 

First Lt. Rian Hardin said in many ways the crowded room is 
a good sign. It means the end is in sight.

WASHINGTON — Congress sent 
legislation to the White House on Fri- 
day granting the federal government 
unprecedented authority to regulate 
and restrict cigarettes, the single larg- 
est cause of preventable death. 

President Barack Obama quickly ex- 
pressed his support, appearing in the 
Rose Garden almost immediately after 
the House gave final approval to the bill 
giving the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion control over tobacco production, 
marketing 
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mation they need to understand what 
a dangerous habit this is.” He said the 
outcome was “a bill that truly defines 
change in Washington.” 

Rep. Henry Waxman, D-Calif., chief 
sponsor of the House version, called it 
“the single most important thing that 
we can do right now to curb this deadly 
toll.” 

More than 400,000 people die every 
year from tobacco-related diseases, ac- 
cording to government figures. 

About 45 million U.S. adults are smok- 
ers, though the prevalence has fallen 
since the U.S. surgeon general’s warn- 
ing 45 years ago that tobacco causes 
lung cancer.

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Space: Joint center to keep U.S. troops, Iraqis working together

“T love the Army,” Hardin said, 
“but this is getting ridiculous. 
They don’t need us all. Send some 
of us home.” 

Construction has begun on a 
joint operations command center 
to be shared by the Iraqi and U.S. 
armies. Plans began this week 
to move unused living trailers 
from Taji, a U.S. base northwest 
of Baghdad, into Shield to accom- 
modate the incoming soldiers. 

Despite a diminished presence 
in the cities, the goal is to keep 
the U.S. and Iraqi soldiers and 
officers working together, says 
Lt. Col. Scott Jackson, the com- 
mander of the 1st Battalion, 5th 
Regiment, within the 1st Cavalry 
Division. 

“In some ways, we’ll be closer 
to the IAs than we were,” said 
Jackson, who commands from 
FOB Shield. 

One of that battalion’s company 
executive officers put it another 
way. 

“We're still in the city,” said 1st 
Lt. Adam Tyra. “We’re just shuf- 
fling around.” 

A comprehensive agreement 
struck last year set many mile- 
posts leading to the June 30 dead- 
line. The Iraqi government has 
the authority to ask the United 
States to occupy or leave bases 
in the cities by the end of the 
month. 

In east Baghdad’s Adhamiyah 
and Rusafa neighborhoods, the 
plan is to pull back from the small 
bases but continue to work on the 
Iraqi army’s communications 
and planning operations, Jack- 
son said. That’s why the Army is 
building the joint command cen-

ter, he said. 

The shift in tactics also means 
that, down the road, the U.S. mili- 
tary will need more senior en- 
listed soldiers and officers like 
Hardin and Tyra to mentor Iraqi 
military leaders. That leaves 
some of the younger soldiers won- 
dering what they will do in the 
coming months. 

“We don’t have much of a job in 
this war, compared to last time,” 
said Sgt. Christopher Tagoon, who 
like Vandeventer is a member of 
the battalion’s sniper team. 

The battalion deployed in Janu- 
ary, and until Monday, Tagoon’s 
assignment was to man the head- 
quarters office at Suleikh. He last 
deployed in 2007 with the same 
battalion. At one point during that 
15-month deployment, the unit 
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lost more than a dozen soldiers 
in just a few weeks, Tagoon said. 
This time, the battalion hasn’t 
lost a soldier. 

The office job, he said, was 
a nice break from _ constant 
patrolling. 

“It’s better for the families, 
too,” Tagoon said of those waiting 
back home. 

Their orders came through 
later in the week. Vandeventer 
and Tagoon, part of the battalion’s 
scout platoon, will soon be work- 
ing with the commando company 
for the 43rd Iraqi Army Brigade 
within the 11th Iraqi Army Di- 
vision, according to Maj. Kevin 
Wallace, the battalion’s executive 
officer. 

After Monday’s closing cer- 
emony at Basateen, Jackson met 


with the Iraqi National Police 
general who now controls the 
entire base. He urged the gen- 
eral to call on the U.S. battalion 
for help in patrolling, training or 
planning. 

“T got a whole bunch of guys sit- 
ting on their thumbs right now,” 
Jackson said. 

Later, Jackson said the state- 
ment was an “over-embellish- 
ment,” a way to entice the general 
to call more often for help from 
the Americans. 

Even so, Jackson said, the pace 
will continue to decline, especial- 
ly after June 30. 

“We'll still go out,” he said of fu- 
ture patrols with the Iraqi army. 

“But not every time.”

The Navy is suspending its Selective Reenlist- 
ment Bonus program for the remainder of the fis- 
cal year, according to a Navy message released 
Thursday by Chief of Naval Personnel Vice Adm. 
Mark Ferguson. 

Higher retention and funding limits are cited as 
reasons for the move. 

According to the message, the SRB program is 
a force-shaping tool designed to help retain sail- 
ors in the Navy’s most critical ratings. 

Last month, sailors in the nuclear power field 
were receiving bonuses up to $90,000 for six-year 
re-enlistments. However, the Navy has already

achieved its fiscal-year retention goals for first- 
term sailors in nuclear ratings — a feat that hasn’t 
been achieved in 38 years. 

Similarly, the message indicated that hard-to- 
fill expeditionary ratings are tracking above pre- 
dicted goals for the year. 

Ferguson said in the message that the Navy is at 
the limit of its congressional mandate for SRBs. 

Bonus requests that were received before June 
10 will be processed, Navy officials said. Navy of- 
ficials have indicated that they will begin accept- 
ing new SRB requests early in fiscal 2010. 

A subsequent message will be released indi- 
cating specific rating eligibility as well as future 
SRB award levels, the message said. 
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Okinawa Marine dies in Afghanistan

An Okinawa-based Marine ex- 
plosive ordnance disposal officer 
was killed Wednesday in Afghani- 
stan while on his sixth combat tour 
supporting operations Enduring 
Freedom and Iraqi Freedom, the 
military announced. 

Chief Warrant Officer 2 Ricky 
L. Richardson, 33, of Franklin, 
Mo., died while supporting combat 
operations in the Farah province, 
according to a news release. 

Richardson arrived on Okinawa 
in July 2007 and was assigned to 
the 9th Engineer Support Battal- 
ion, 3rd Marine Logistics Group, 
III Marine Expeditionary Force. 
He deployed to Afghanistan in 
February for his sixth combat 
tour, the release said. 

Relatives told local television 
station KTVI-TV in St. Louis that 
Richardson was killed while dis- 



















Family member Theresa 
Hulsey of Sullivan, Mo., told St. 
Louis television station KSDK that 
Richardson was a passionate and 
dedicated Marine. “Even when he 
wasn’t on tour, when he was home, 
he was always saying, ‘I need to 
get back over there. There’s a lot I 
could be doing,’ ” Hulsey said, ac- 
cording to a report on the station’s 
Web site. 

Family also told the station that 
Richardson is survived by a wife 
and an 8-year-old son. 

Richardson joined the Marine 
Corps in 1996. He was promoted to 
chief warrant officer 2 in August. 

As of Thursday, at least 631 
servicemembers have died in 
Operation Enduring Freedom 
since 2001, according to the De- 
partment of Defense Web site. Of 
those casualties, 465 were killed 
in action. 





‘A combat multiplier’

RODRIGUEZ RANGE, South 
Korea — A military police com- 
pany came here last week to 
hone its skills, and not one traffic 
ticket was issued or one bar fight 
broken up. 

In fact, the MPs stormed a 
building and evacuated civilians 
while exchanging gunfire with 
“snipers” during the exercise. 

It seems you have to kick open 
a few doors if you want people 
to recognize that MPs are more 
than keepers of the peace. 

“A lot of people are confused,” 
said Capt. Marshall Hunt, com- 
mander of the 55th MP Company 
based at Camp Casey. 

“They only see MPs out there 
running around in patrol cars, 
and that is half of our mission.

The image of MPs is changing 
in the ranks, but not fast enough 
for some people. 

“There are some areas where 
we could be utilized a little dif- 
ferent,” Sgt. 1st Class Bradley 
Guerrieri said. “It’s hard when 
your higher-up ... doesn’t under- 
stand the whole MP mission. 
They don’t understand we bring a 
lot of combat power to the table. 

“Because the Army is evolving 
into a whole new infrastructure 
... this is just part of the growing 
pains — trying to get everyone 
educated on who brings what to 
the table,” he said. 

But progress is_ being 
made, especially in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, Guerrieri said. 

“Years ago, they never would 
have called upon MPs to do some

of the missions,” he said. “Now 
we’re working alongside the com- 
bat power. They’re understanding 
we have a lot of combat power. If 
they use it right, it’s a combat 
multiplier.” 

Members of the 55th MP 
Company and the Yongsan 
Garrison-based HHD 94th MP 
Battalion spent four days at 
Rodriguez Range — about 15 
miles from the DMZ — as part 
of a scenario in which there had 
been “aggressive activity from 
the North Koreans” and the MPs 
had to secure a village and keep 
the adjacent road safe for U.S. 
and South Korean troops, Hunt 
said. 

The exercise was not planned 
in response to the recent acts and 
talk of aggression from North 
Korea, he said, nor was it par- 
ticularly aimed at preparing his

company for any future action on 
the Korean peninsula. 

“It doesn’t matter where my 
MPs go after this,’ Hunt said. 
“They can fight here in South 
Korea. They can fight in Iraq 
or Afghanistan. But I am giv- 
ing them the basic skill set 
that will make them successful 
anywhere.” 

In Thursday’s exercise, the 
MPs had to evacuate about 20 
residents of an apartment build- 
ing while under fire from two 
nearby buildings and a wooded 
area along their route. 

Further complicating the task 
were a mock explosive device 
that went off as the convoy 
approached the building, the 
fact that a handful of “North 
Koreans” were among the evacu- 
ees, and a few of the civilians 
being injured by gunfire as they 


were led away. 

Lt. Col. Matthew Coulson, the 
94th MP Battalion commander, 
was Satisfied after the evacua- 
tion, telling Hunt that the point of 
such exercises is to identify and 
correct any mistakes that were 
made. 

Coulson said he has seen the 
role of MPs evolve over the past 
couple of decades from “ticket 
writers” and “gate guards” to the 
“war fighters” who are now “one 
of the most deployed forces” in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. 

“We just have to [continue to] 
educate our superiors to make 
sure they understand what the 
military mission is for the mili- 
tary police in combat, and how 
we can be a combat multiplier for 
the maneuver forces,” he said.

Exec pleads guilty to bribing AAFES officials

PYEONGTAEK, South Korea — South 
Korean businessman Jeong Gi-hwan plead- 
ed guilty Thursday to bribing AAFES offi- 
cials so his company could win and hold a 
lucrative contact to sell Internet and phone 
service to U.S. troops in South Korea, the 
Justice Department said Friday. 

Samsung Rental Co. Ltd., also known as 
SSRT, was later accused by servicemem- 
bers of price gouging and chronically poor 
service. 

In an agreement with federal prosecu- 
tors, Jeong pleaded guilty in Dallas federal 
court to an indictment charging him with 
two counts of bribery, one count of con- 
spiracy and two counts of honest services 
wire fraud. 

U.S. District Judge Ed Kinkeade sched- 
uled sentencing for Sept. 16, according to 
court documents. 


The conspiracy ran from 2001 to 2006 
and centered on a $206 million Army and 
Air Force Exchange 
Service contract to 
provide Internet and 
phone’ services on 
U.S. installations in 
South Korea. 

The bribes included 
money spent on pros- 
titutes, dining, drink- 
ing, travel and stock 
options, according to 
court papers. 

From October 2001 Jeong 
to August 2005, Jeong paid about $80,000 
in cash, entertainment, stock and other 
things of value to Clifton W. Choy, then 
AAFES service program manager for the 
Pacific region. 

In exchange, Choy used his position to 
feed SSRT confidential bidding informa- 





tion so it could beat out competing firms 
for the contract. Shortly after AAFES gave 
the contract to SSRT, 
Jeong admitted, he 
paid Choy $20,000 in 
cash. Choy continued 
to use his position to 
help SSRT, according 
1 to court documents. 
| Choy died of heart 
failure in August at 
a time when federal 
agents were inves- 
tigating him in the 
Holloway case. 

From May 2003 to April 2005, Jeong 
also paid about $70,000 to H. Lee Hollo- 
way, who at the time was AAFES general 
manager at Osan Air Base. 

Holloway had initially moved to ter- 
minate SSRT’s contract because of the 
mounting customer complaints. But after 


the bribes began, Holloway used his posi- 
tion to shield SSRT from any adverse ac- 
tion within AAFES, according to court 
documents. 

Stock offerings were among the bribes 
to Holloway, according to the documents. 
SSRT expected to gain $20 million in prof- 
its by bribing Holloway. 

Holloway pleaded guilty in the SSRT 
case in April, admitting as part of a plea 
bargain to one count of conspiracy to com- 
mit bribery and one count of filing a false 
tax return. He faces sentencing in U.S. 
District Court in Columbus, Ga. But no 
sentencing date has yet been set. 

AAFES severed its contract with SSRT 
in 2007. 

Jeong was convicted in South Korean 
court in 2008 of interfering with foreign 
trade for bribing AAFES officials in con- 
nection with the SSRT contract. 
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Base improvements keeping Army Corps of Engineers busy

YOKOTA AIR BASE, Japan 
— Whether you’re in Tacoma or 
Tallahassee, if you tell construc- 
tion workers they’re going to be 
building a Chili’s restaurant, odds 
are they have a pretty good idea 
of what the project will look like. 

If it’s going to be on a base in 
Japan, however, it’s a totally dif- 
ferent story. 

“Most Japanese contractors 
and workers would only see some- 
thing like this maybe on TV,” said 
Augie Carrillo, the Yokota resi- 
dent engineer for the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

Slated to open later this sum- 
mer, Yokota’s Chili’s is one of 
several construction projects the 
Corps is overseeing on base. 

With work nearly complete, the 
building has been turned over to 
the 374th Force Support Squadron 
to put in the final touches to make 
it ready to serve customers when 
it is due to open this summer. 

Franchises like Chili’s have a 
set way of doing things and are 
very guarded of their corporate 
identity and look of their restau- 
rants, right down to the color of 
the paint on the walls and the 
type of tile adorning the bar, Car- 
illo said. And if things don’t look 
just right then it won’t be a Chili’s, 
he added. 

“T don’t think I’ve ever been in- 
volved in a franchise project like 
this,” he said. “It’s a little bit out 
of the ordinary as we normally

build a lot of general purpose 
buildings.” 

Grant Sattler, a public affairs 
spokesman for the Corps’ Japan 
District, explained the engineers 
have two main missions — civil 
works and military programs. 

Civil works primarily involve 
maintaining U.S. waterways, in- 
cluding navigation flood control, 
hydropower dams, water supply, 
hurricane and coastal storm pro- 
tection and beach erosion control, 
he said. 

As one of 45 districts within 
the Corps, including three in 
Iraq and one in Afghanistan, the 


Japan District differs from those 
in the States in that they have 
no civil works mission and that 
many of its construction projects 
are funded by the Japanese gov- 
ernment, Sattler said. 

Construction projects are di- 
vided between two types — on- 
base commercial projects like 
Chili’s and the much larger host- 
nation-funded projects to provide 
base infrastructure, housing and 
operational buildings. The Japa- 
nese government foots the bill 
for the latter to share the burden 
of stationing U.S. Forces in the 
country. 


Headquartered at Camp Zama, 
the Japan Engineer District has 
resident offices at Yokota and 
Misawa Air Bases, Marine Corps 
Air Station Iwakuni, and Sasebo 
and Yokosuka Naval Bases as well 
as offices in Okinawa, he said. In 
the Chili’s project, the Corps of 
Engineers reviewed the design 
and provided on-site construction 
oversight, including safety man- 
agement, technical assistance 
and coordination between base 
agencies, government of Japan 
construction representatives and 
contractors. 

“We  wouldn’t 


just take 


plans and hand them over to a 
contractor,” he said. “We’re there 
along every step of the way of the 
design process.” 

Just across the street from 
Chili’s the Corps is overseeing 
another project well under way. 
When finished, it will house Yo- 
kota’s Airmen Leadership School, 
part of the Japanese Air Self-De- 
fense Force’s Air Defense Com- 
mand’s relocation to the base. The 
project is one of about 20 projects 
scheduled to take place on Yokota 
as part of the relocation. 

Work on the leadership school is 
progressing rapidly; where only a 


few weeks ago there was only an 
empty field, workers Friday were 
setting up forms to pour concrete 
for the building’s second floor. 

“(The Japanese contractors) 
are really a joy to work with,” 
said Carrillo, who praised their 
work ethic, attention to detail and 
strong sense of teamwork. “It’s a 
real team effort.”

WASHINGTON — Army of- 
ficials have ordered network 
managers at 81 U.S. locations to 
unblock Web sites such as Face- 
book, Flickr and Twitter as part 
of an effort to standardize access 
to the popular social networking 
tools. 

On Wednesday, Wired Maga- 
zine’s Danger Room blog posted 
a copy of the Web filtering order, 
which said the change was based 
on “the intent of senior Army 
leaders to leverage social media 
as a medium to allow soldiers to 
‘tell the Army story.” 

For now, the order from 7th 
Signal Command applies only to 
networks in the U.S. under the 
Army’s Installation Management 
Command, including Fort Hood 
in Texas, Fort Lewis in Wash- 
ington and Fort Bragg in North 
Carolina. 

Stephen Bullock, strategic com- 
munications director for 7th Sig- 
nal Command, said information 
management directors at the 81 
locations were informed of the 
changes in mid-May, and should 
be allowing access to the sites by 
now. 

The order mandates that base 
computers allow access to five 
sites — Facebook, Flickr, Twitter, 
Vimeo and Delicious — but does 
not make any changes on the list 
of 12 sites banned on Defense De- 
partment computers worldwide 
that the Pentagon released two 
years ago. 

Those’ sites — YouTube, 
MySpace and Pandora, among 
others — remain inaccessible 
through government computers 
at the bases, although there are no 
such restrictions on soldiers with 
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personal computers using nonde- 
fense networks. Other sites with 
pornographic or _ objectionable 
material are also banned under 
Pentagon guidelines. 

The new 7th Signal order also 
tells network administrators to 
start making changes in their 
Blackberry telephone servers to 
allow mobile versions of the sites 
to be accessed through the cell 
phone networks. 

Army officials have been using 
the social media sites for years as 
a recruiting and public relations 
tool. The Army.mil homepage has 
links to the five allowed sites and 
Youtube. Fifty-five Army installa- 
tions have Flickr photo pages and 
39 others have official Facebook 
accounts for news alerts. 

But Bullock said as service 
leaders have encouraged troops 
to use the tools, inconsistency in 
access to the sites has frustrated 
those efforts. 

The order applies only to In- 
stallation Management Com- 
mand because so far they’re the 
only subordinate command to 
falls under 7th Signal Command, 
which was stood up this spring. 

Over the next few years, Bull- 
ock said, all domestic Army com- 
mands will integrate into their 
network systems and rules, at 
which time officials hope to have 
a network access standard for all 
U.S. Army bases. 

Last month’s order has no effect 
on overseas bases; guidance will 
come from their respective signal 
commands, Bullock said. 

Bullock could not comment on 
why the five Web sites listed in 
the order are now allowed while 
the 12 others are still banned.

Women more likely to be victims 
of sex assaults in the military 


DALLAS — Women are 20 times more likely 
than men to endure sexual assault or sexual ha- 
rassment in the military, according to specialists 
who counsel such veterans. 

On Thursday, Heidi Koehler, a psychologist at 
the Dallas VA Medical Center, detailed problems 
with assault and harassment — which the VA col- 
lectively refers to as military sexual trauma — 
during a meeting of a national VA panel. She also 
outlined the services provided to victims. 

The VA’s Advisory Committee on Women Veter- 
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ans met in Dallas this week to determine whether 
the needs of female veterans are being met. The 
group meets three times a year. 

“Military sexual trauma is something that has 
been on the rise,” said Col. Shirley A. Quarles, the 
advisory committee’s chairwoman. 

The Pentagon said in a report earlier this year 
that it received 2,923 reports of sexual assault 
across the military in the 12 months ending Sept. 
30. That represents an increase of about 9 per- 
cent over the totals reported the year before, but 
only a fraction of the crimes presumably being 
committed.

SPRINGFIELD, Va. — Don’t 
expect a rush order if you call Jo- 
anna Williamson’s jewelry busi- 
ness.

A little more than half of all 
troops today are married, a higher 
percentage than in World War II. 
But being married to a service- 
member can be a professional 
sacrifice. 

Military spouses are less likely 
to be employed, more likely to be 
seeking work, and earn less than 
those married to someone in the 
civilian workforce, according to 
a 2005 RAND Corp. study. Fre- 
quent moves are a major factor in 
the difference. 

A happy military spouse is 
considered vital to keeping a ser- 
vicemember in the military, and 
government programs in recent 
years have sought to help spouses 
train in easily transferrable jobs. 

Williamson said she would like 


to have the same residency as her 
husband: Gainesville, Fla., where 
they married, his family lives and 
they plan to retire.

Kyrgyzstan’s foreign minister 
said his country has no intentions

Troops set for Afghan elections; no permanent increases pledged

NATO defense ministers on 
Friday endorsed a U.S. plan to 
reshape the command structure 
for the war effort in Afghani- 
stan, which puts U.S. Army Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal in charge of 
all international security forces 
operating in the country and in- 
stalls a new deputy to manage 
daily operations. 

During the two-day conference 
in Brussels, the U.S. and NATO 
failed to win pledges of addition- 
al troop commitments from its 
member countries, where there is 
little support for digging deeper 
into the nearly 8-year-old conflict 
with the Taliban. 

Jaap de Hoop Scheffer, NATO 
secretary general, acknowledged 
the many challenges the internal 
security forces face in Afghani- 
stan, which is experiencing more 
violence now than at any other 
time since the fall of the Taliban 
in 2001. 

“Development is not taking 
root as fast as we would like or as 
we would hope. We have our eyes 
fully open to these challenges, 
meeting them will not be easy,” 
Scheffer said during the start of 
Friday’s discussions. 

However, a plan agreed to dur- 
ing the NATO summit in Stras- 
bourg-Kehl that called for a 
temporary NATO troop surge in 
connection with this summer’s 
elections was firmed up Friday. 

“We have confirmed we now 
have generated the forces we 
need to support the elections,” 
Scheffer said. 

Eight battalions, consisting of 
between 8,000 and 10,000 troops, 
“are being deployed to the coun- 
try to do what we promised to do,” 
Scheffer said. 

There were no commitments 
made to keep those forces in the 
country past the election. 

During the conference in Brus- 
sels, NATO defense ministers 
worked on a range of issues, in- 
cluding an agreement to reduce 
the size of NATO’s peacekeeping 
mission in Kosovo and an exten- 
sion of its counter-piracy effort 
off the coast of Somalia. NATO’s 
maritime security mission was 
scheduled to conclude later this 
month, but ministers on Friday 
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agreed to deploy another group 
of ships to conduct patrols in the 
pirate-infested Gulf of Aden. 

“NATO will continue to play its 
role in the fight against piracy,” 
Scheffer said, adding that six na- 
tions will take part in the patrols. 

Afghanistan, however, was 
the primary issue for the de- 
fense leaders from the 28-nation 
alliance. 

Despite deteriorating security 
conditions, Scheffer highlighted 
some areas where there has been 
improvement. 

For the first time, elections to 
be held later this summer will be 
led and organized by the Afghans 
themselves, Scheffer noted. The 
Afghan National Army also con- 
tinues to take on more responsi- 
bility, he said. 

“Our efforts are in a support- 
ing role. The lead actors must be 
the Afghan people,” he said. 

To accomplish that, the NATO 
training mission will center on 
strengthening the Afghan Na- 
tional Police, which lags behind 
the Afghan army in effectiveness, 
Scheffer said. The Afghan police 
sustain two-thirds of all security 
force casualties in the country. 
Better training and equipment 
for the police is a must, he said. 

A plan to send additional radar 
planes to provide air traffic con- 
trol for the increased number of 
military aircraft in Afghanistan 
also was agreed to Friday, Schef- 
fer said. 

With NATO set to reduce the 
size of its peacekeeping mission 
in Kosovo — known as KFOR 
— from 15,000 to 10,000, contrib- 
uting countries would in theory 
have more numbers to send to 
Afghanistan. But the _ confer- 
ence didn’t yield any long-term 
pledges. 

In an interview with the BBC 
before the start of the confer- 
ence, Gen. John Craddock, 
NATO’s outgoing supreme al- 
lied commander, was explicit in 
the need for more support from 
NATO member countries. Crad- 
dock also said numerous caveats 
restricting the actions of some 
NATO troops negatively impacts 
the flexibility of commanders on 
the battlefield as they plan and 
conduct operations.

Craddock told the BBC. “As a 
commander I want the require- 
ments to conduct the operation 
as directed filled up. And yet we 
have not had the entire statement 
of requirements filled by NATO 
members or partners.” 

At the start of discussions Fri- 
day, Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates presented his new com- 
mander — McChrystal — to the 
assembled defense ministers. 

“Because General McChrystal 
will command your young men 
and women in Afghanistan, the 
secretary general and I thought it 
would be an appropriate courtesy 
to introduce him to you defense

McChrystal, who assumes 
command Saturday, made only a 
few brief remarks before listen- 
ing to the rest of the meeting and 
then departing for his new post in 
Kabul.

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Soldier accused in shooting is held at Quantico

The U.S. soldier accused of shooting 
and killing five fellow servicemembers at 
a clinic on Camp Liberty, Iraq, last month 
is being held at a Marine Corps deten- 
tion facility in Virginia while undergo- 
ing “evaluations” at Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center, Army officials confirmed 
Thursday. 

Set. John M. Russell, 44, of the 54th 
Engineer Battalion out of Bamberg, Ger- 
many, has been charged with five counts 


of murder and one count of aggravated as- 
sault in the May 11 shootings, which killed 
an Army officer and a Navy officer on the 
clinic staff along with three enlisted sol- 
diers who were at the clinic. 

Russell is being held at the Marine 
detention facility in Quantico, Va., dur- 
ing the evaluations, two Army officials 
confirmed. 

“At the conclusion of the evaluations, he 
will be returned to the confinement facil- 
ity in Kuwait,” said Col. Jerry O’Hara, a 
spokesman with 3rd Army. 


Officials would not say what the evalua- 
tions entail, nor did they have information 
on when or where an Article 32 — the mil- 
itary’s equivalent of a grand jury hearing 
— would take place. 

The shootings are the worst case of sol- 
dier-on-soldier violence in the Iraq war and 
highlight the strains faced by troops who 
undergo repeated combat deployments. 

Russell, who was on his third Iraq de- 
ployment, had been ordered to turn in 
his weapon and receive counseling at the 
Camp Liberty clinic. Shortly after a con- 


frontation with clinic staff on May 11, he 
returned to the clinic with a gun, possibly 
wrestled from his escort, and began shoot- 
ing, the military has alleged. 

In interviews shortly after the incident, 
Russell’s family said he faced multiple 
stresses, including mortgage debt and con- 
flict with a unit commander. 

Russell joined the National Guard in 
1988 and the active Army in 1994, officials 
have said.

Sunni lawmaker slain outside mosque

BAGHDAD — A senior Sunni 
lawmaker was killed after deliv- 
ering a sermon during Friday 
prayers at a mosque in a former 
insurgent stronghold in west- 
ern Baghdad, raising fears that 
violence could escalate ahead 
of Iraq’s national elections next 
year. 

Harith al-Obeidi, who led the 
main Sunni bloc in parliament, 
was known as a fierce advocate 
of human rights and the rights of 
mainly Sunni detainees — issues 
that have been flashpoints in rela- 
tions between the disaffected Is- 
lamic minority and the Shiite-led 
government. 

Police said a gunman shot al- 
Obeidi as he left the mosque. 
The assailant was chased a few 
hundred yards down the street 
by mosque guards and then deto- 
nated a grenade, killing himself 
and an undetermined number of 
pursuers. 


The daylight shooting was the 
latest example of the militants’ 
continued ability to stage brazen 
attacks despite heightened secu- 
rity measures and an overall de- 
cline in violence nationwide. 

It came a day after Prime Min- 
ister Nouri al-Maliki warned that 
violence was likely to increase 
ahead of a June 30 deadline for 
U.S. troops to withdraw from 


urban areas as well as the na- 
tional elections that are set for the 
end of January. 

Meanwhile, a U.S. commander 
in the northern city of Mosul an- 
nounced that Iraqi police have 
arrested two of their own in con- 
nection with the Feb. 24 ambush 
on an American platoon at a po- 
lice station that left one U.S. sol- 
dier dead. 


The two suspects — believed 
to be an Iraqi police officer and a 
sergeant — opened fire on a U.S. 
patrol visiting one of the main 
Iraqi police training sites. An 
American soldier and an inter- 
preter were killed and five others 
were wounded in the attack. 

Also Friday, a bomb on a bicy- 
cle exploded in Baghdad, killing 
two people and wounding nine. 


British soldier, 
two Afghan 
civilians killed

KABUL — NATO mortar 
rounds killed two Afghan civil- 
ians during a clash with insur- 
gents in eastern Afghanistan, 
while a bomb blast killed a Brit- 
ish soldier in the south, officials 
said Friday. 

The fighting in eastern Kunar 
province Thursday began when 
insurgents attacked NATO forces. 
The troops fired mortar rounds 
in response, killing two civilians 
and wounding five, NATO said. 

The statement issued late 
Thursday did not provide further 
details on the clash or say wheth- 
er any insurgents were killed in 
the firefight. NATO said it was 
investigating the incident. 

Also Thursday, a British sol- 
dier was killed in an explosion 
near the southern city of Kanda- 
har. Britain’s Ministry of Defense 
said the dead soldier was from 
the Black Watch battalion of the 
Royal Regiment of Scotland. 

Separately, four other Afghan 
civilians died in Kunar when a 
truck collided with a NATO ve- 
hicle, the coalition said.

ISLAMABAD — Two com- 
mando-style assaults in Pakistan 
in the past two weeks show mili- 
tants can now pierce the iron-for- 
tified gates, concrete barricades 
and cordons of armed guards that 
are meant to secure hotels, hous- 
ing compounds and even police 
stations across the country. 

The level of organization and 
sophistication of the attacks has 
been rarely seen in Pakistan. 
They are designed to send a mes- 
sage that if the military launches 
an offensive against the Taliban’s 
stronghold near the Afghan bor- 
der it will face a highly deter- 
mined and well-prepared enemy, 
analysts say. 

A team of suicide assailants 
in two vehicles opened fire on 
security guards, then were able 
to drive through the main gate 
of the luxury Pearl Continental 
Hotel in Peshawar on Tuesday 
and detonate a huge bomb close 
enough to the building to collapse 
part of the reinforced concrete 
structure. 

The tactics mirrored closely an 
assault exactly two weeks earlier 
on a police building and a region- 
al headquarters of Pakistan’s top 
intelligence agency in the eastern 
city of Lahore. 

In that attack, gunmen leaped 
from a van that stopped at a 
guard post blocking the street 
leading to the security buildings. 
They opened fire and lobbed

grenades at guards, then lifted 
a heavy boom gate to allow the 
van through. About 30 died in the 
blast that erupted moments later. 

Mahmood Shah, a former chief 
of security in the tribal region 
where Taliban and al-Qaida fight- 
ers have become entrenched, said 
the Peshawar and Lahore attacks 
mark a shift in strategy for the 
militants, whose attacks previ- 
ously have often involved lone 


assailants with suicide vests, 
small improvised bombs or gun 
ambushes. 

“It is an improvement in their 
tactics; they are trying to enter 
the target through use of force,” 
Shah told The Associated Press. 
“It appears that they are in a 
hurry and they are becoming 
more aggressive.” 

The rush may be due to a wide- 
spread expectation that the mili- 
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tary is planning to launch a major 
operation against the Taliban 
in the tribal areas of North and 
South Waziristan. No plans have 
been announced, but the military 
success of the month-old offen- 
sive to oust the Taliban from the 
Swat region has emboldened the 
government and the armed forc- 
es, officials say. 

The purpose of the Taliban’s 
carefully planned attacks was “to

send a message to the government 
to stay away from Waziristan, 
which is their base,” said Hasan 
Askari Rizvi, a Pakistani defense 
and political analyst. 

A day after the May 27 La- 
hore attack, a senior spokesman 
claimed responsibility for the 
Taliban and warned of a wider 
campaign of violence in major 
Pakistani cities in retaliation 
Swat offensive. 

The offensive is seen as a test of 
Pakistan’s resolve in fighting mil- 
itancy and is strongly supported 
by Washington, where officials 
have said privately they would 
welcome a broader operation in 
the tribal belt. 

In September, before the Swat 
offensive began, a dump truck 
loaded with explosives blew up 
outside the Marriott hotel in the 
capital, Islamabad, killing more 
than 50 people. In that attack, the 
truck was driven up to barriers 
blocking the entrance of the hotel 
but did not drive through. 

Tuesday’s attack prompted 
fresh concerns about security 
at embassies and other places 
where foreigners gather. At West- 
ern-styled stores and restaurants 
in Islamabad, gates and guards 
with shotguns are already the 
norm, while the U.S. Embassy 
and most other foreign missions 
are clustered within a compound 
surrounded by a high wall topped 
with razor wire and several other 
layers of security. 
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U.S., KFOR mark a decade in Kosovo

About a dozen years ago, not many 
Americans had heard of a place called 
Kosovo. 

The small province in southern Ser- 
bia — bordered by the former Yugoslav 
Republic of Macedonia to the south and 
Montenegro to the east — didn’t make 
headlines very often. At least until 1998, 
when tensions flared into open hostility 
between the predominantly ethnic Alba- 
nian population and Serbian forces di- 
rected from Belgrade. 

Amnesty International estimates that 
9,000 civilians, most of them ethnic Alba- 
nians, were killed as Serbian forces took 
on the paramilitary Kosovo Liberation 
Army, or KLA. Hundreds of thousands of 
refugees fled their homes and the prov- 
ince as fighting intensified. 

Ten years ago this weekend, NATO 
troops entered Kosovo after Serbia 
agreed to withdraw its forces following 
a 78-day allied bombing campaign. At 
the mission’s peak, some 50,000 NATO 
troops, including 7,000 Americans, 
kept the peace in Kosovo. By 2003, the 
number fell to 17,500, including 3,000 
Americans. 

On Thursday, NATO defense ministers 
decided to further downsize troop levels 
in Kosovo, from 15,000 to 10,000. 

Today, about 1,400 Americans provide 
peace and security in southeastern Koso- 
vo from Camp Bondsteel, a sprawling 
base built on a series of hills shortly after 
U.S. troops entered the area. 

Not much has changed at Bondsteel 
since the early years following the build- 
up. Troops live in rows of SEAhuts, shop 
at the post exchange and eat at the two 
dining facilities. 

Outside the wire, some changes are 
evident. The roads are better, featuring 
fewer of the large potholes that some joked 
were caused by NATO bombing. The cit- 
ies are cleaner, but piles of garbage still 
dot the countryside. Fewer generators 
hum outside shops in those cities, though 
some rural villages still lack power about 
half the time. Car washes and counter- 
feit CD shops — once frequented by U.S. 
troops — have largely been replaced by 
restaurants and gas stations. 

Change is harder to see on other 
fronts. 

The two main population groups — 
ethnic Albanians and ethnic Serbs — are 
still largely divided into separate com- 
munities. Tensions remain, even if open 
hostility does not. 

In a March report, Amnesty Inter- 
national said more than 1,900 people 
remain unaccounted for — some ethnic

Albanians taken by Serbian forces and 
others ethnic Serbs believed to have been 
captured by the KLA. 

There appears to be far more trust 
in U.S. and KFOR troops than in local 
governments. 

“The Kosovo population is still not 
fully integrated into the institutions and

Multinational Task Force (East). “Es- 
pecially, the problems with the Serbian 
population.” 

Mustafa is referring to how a major- 
ity of the Serbian population continues 
to boycott elections and ignore local gov- 
ernments, and more so after the country 
declared its independence from Serbia 
last year.

world will never accept the new reality,” 
said Nesa Vesic, an ethnic Serb who has a 
radio show in the Serbian town of Klokot, 
a short drive from Bondsteel. 

Vesic said he can get along with people 
from any nationality and has Albanian 
friends. 

Still, he said he won’t be voting in the 
upcoming local elections in November 
and neither will “90 percent” of Serbs, he 
said. Just how much of an impact that’s 
having on the fledgling democracy is 
hard to determine. 

Many municipalities today have dep- 
uty mayors who are ethnic Serbs. Serbs 
are generally allowed to travel and con- 
duct business freely. KFOR patrols don’t 
have to escort them anymore. That frees 
up U.S. troops to focus on two interlock- 
ing efforts in their sector. 

Capt. Eddie Morgan, a National 
Guardsman from Eureka, Calif., be- 
lieves the breakdown in Gnjilane and 
the towns surrounding it is roughly 88 
percent ethnic Albanian and 11 percent 
Serbian.

“That’s the best educated 
guess,” he said. One of the chal- 
lenges we have is, the last census 
was done in 1980 during (Josep) 
Tito’s time,” he said, referring to 
former Tito was the president of 
Yugoslavia. 

Morgan is part of a Liaison 
Monitoring Team. He and a part- 
ner travel around Gnjilane in a ci- 
vilian vehicle. They wear military 
uniforms, but not extra protective 
gear. 

They carry concealed weapons. 
Essentially, they’re trying to be 
seen as nonthreatening. It’s not 
uncommon for local citizens to ask 
them to resolve issues. 

Last week, Morgan was helping 
solve a dispute about a large tree 
that appeared ready to fall over on 
the Serbian church in Gnjilane or 
the adjacent clinic. 

Though U.S. troops could easily 
handle the job themselves, they 
want the local residents to do it. 
And though it seems like a simple 
issue to resolve, life is rarely un- 
complicated in Kosovo. 

Morgan finds himself as a me- 
diator on such issues more often 
than he’d like.“That’s not our job, 
though,” Morgan said. 

“Our job is to sense. To get the 
information and report. We’re 
not in the business of resolving 
issues.” 

Neither are Morgan’s counter- 
parts, technically. Morgan joking- 
ly refers to Capt. Michael Riley, 
commander of Company A, 185th 
Combat Arms Battalion, as the 
“muscle.” 

It’s not exactly a good-cop, 
bad-cop situation. But Riley and 
his men generally project a more 
militaristic posture. They drive in 
Humvees, wear full-body protec- 
tion and are heavily armed. 

“We’re basically the military 
presence on the ground,” Riley 
said. 

Not that they’re constantly 
engaged in battles with anti- 
American factions like they 
would be in places such as Iraq or 
Afghanistan. 

In fact, Riley believes there 
hasn’t been a murder in Gnjilane 
in at least eight years. 

Still, they’re ready if called 
upon. 

When they see crimes commit- 
ted, they’ll temporarily take peo- 
ple in custody and hand them over 
to the Kosovo police. 

However, ethnic tensions lin- 
ger in civil society. Most Serbian 
officers walked off their jobs 
after Kosovo declared its inde- 
pendence, and many still haven’t 
returned. There’s a deadline later 
this month where they’II lose their 
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jobs if they don’t return. Lt. Col. 
Lars Staack, whose Task Force 
Sabre is responsible for patrolling 
the greater Vitina municipality, 
said that both local law enforce- 
ment and government agencies 
have a ways to go to reach Western 
standards. 

“They know what ‘right’ looks 
like,” he said. “Sometimes, they 
have a hard time getting there.” 

So soldiers from the 1st Squad- 
ron, 18th Cavalry Regiment pa- 
trol around their sector every 
day, looking for trouble spots 
and working with Kosovo police 


and their Kosovo Border Police 
counterparts. 

First Lt. Michael Han, Staff Sgt. 
Luis Rivera and ist Lt. Andrew 
Gallego recently led separate pa- 
trols in different areas of the sec- 
tor. It turned out to be a pretty 
typical day in Kosovo. Troops 
don’t see — or experience — any 
open hostility. 

“Good thing is, they’re not shoot- 
ing at us,” Rivera said. “More im- 
portantly, they’re not shooting at 
each other.”

U.N. Security

UNITED NATIONS — The U.N. Secu- 
rity Council on Friday punished North 
Korea for its second nuclear test, imposing 
tough new sanctions, expanding an arms 
embargo and authorizing ship searches 
on the high seas with the goal of derailing 
the isolated nation’s nuclear and missile 
programs. 

In a sign of growing global anger at 
Pyongyang’s pursuit of nuclear weapons 
in defiance of the council, the North’s clos- 
est allies, Russia and China, joined West- 
ern powers and nations from every region 
in unanimously approving the sanctions 
resolution. 

The resolution seeks to deprive North 
Korea of financing and material for its 
weapons program and bans the country’s 
lucrative arms exports, especially missiles. 
It does not ban normal trade, but does call 
on international financial institutions not to 
provide the North with grants, aid or loans 
except for humanitarian, development and 
denuclearization programs. 

U.S. Deputy Ambassador Rosemary 
DiCarlo said the resolution provided “a 
strong and united international response” 
to North Korea’s test in defiance of a ban 
imposed after its first underground atomic 
blast in October 2006 by imposing “un- 
precedented” measures. 

“The message of this resolution is clear: 
North Korea’s behavior is unacceptable to 
the international community and the inter- 
national community is determined to re-

spond,” DiCarlo said. “North Korea should 
return without conditions to a process of 
peaceful dialogue.” 

China’s U.N. ambassador, Zhang Yesui, 
said the nuclear test had affected region- 


al peace and security. He strongly urged 
Pyongyang to promote the denucleariza- 
tion of the Korean peninsula and return 
quickly to Beijing-hosted six-party talks 
aimed at dismantling North Korea’s nucle-

ar program. 

He said the resolution demonstrates the 
international community’s “firm opposi- 
tion” to the atomic blast, “but also sends a 
positive signal” by showing the council’s 
determination to resolve the issue “peace- 
fully through dialogue and negotiations.” 

North Korea signaled strong opposition 
to new sanctions before the vote, but its dip- 
lomats were nowhere to be seen Friday. 

That was in stark contrast to the vote 
in October 2006 when the North Korean 
ambassador immediately rejected the 
first sanctions resolution, accused council 
members of “gangster-like” action, and 
walked out of the council chamber. 

North Korea reiterated Monday in its 
main newspaper that the country will con- 
sider any sanctions a declaration of war 
and will respond with “due corresponding 
self-defense measures.” On Tuesday, the 
North said it would use nuclear weapons in 
a “merciless offensive” if provoked. 

The provision most likely to anger the 
North Koreans calls on countries to in- 
spect all suspect cargo heading to or from 
North Korea — and to stop ships carrying 
suspect material if the country whose flag 
the vessel is flying gives approval. 

If the country refuses to give approval, 
it must direct the vessel “to an appropri- 
ate and convenient port for the required 
inspection by the local authorities.” 

The resolution does not authorize the use 
of force. But if a flag country refuses an 
inspection at sea — and refuses to direct 
the vessel to a port for inspection, a report 
must be made to the Security Council. 


WASHINGTON — The Obama 
administration said Friday that it 
is prepared to confront ships be- 
lieved to be carrying contraband 
materials to North Korea but will 
not try to forcibly board them. 

White House officials said they 
expect North Korea will act “ir- 
responsibly” to newly imposed 
sanctions in response to the rogue 
nation’s recent nuclear tests. The 
U.N. Security Council on Friday 
imposed sanctions that included 
expanding an arms embargo and 
authorizing ship searches on the 
high seas. 

Susan Rice, U.S. ambassador 
to the United Nations, said U.S. 
officials would seek permission 
to board and inspect ships be- 
lieved to be carrying contraband 
to North Korea. Such ships would 
be directed to a nearby port for 
inspection if they could not be 
boarded at sea, she told reporters 
at the White House. 

Rice said the U.S. would not be 
surprised if North Korea reacted 
to the sanctions with “further 
provocation.” 


“There’s reason to believe they 
may respond in an irresponsible 
fashion to this,” she said. 

But she said she expects the 
sanctions to have significant im- 
pact on North Korea’s financ- 
ing of its weapons and missile 
systems. 

Rice said the administration 
was “very pleased” with the 
sanctions. She called the new 
resolution, which was supported 
by China and Russia, an “unprec- 
edented” position by the Security 
Council. 

The United States and many 
other nations, including China 
and Russia, have condemned 
Pyongyang for its underground 
nuclear test on May 25 and a se- 
ries of ground-to-air missile test 
firings. 

Rice said that Iran — another 
nation at deep odds with the Unit- 
ed States about a disputed nuclear 
program — should take a message 
from how the U.N. responded to 
North Korea’s actions.

TEHRAN, Iran — Both Presi- 
dent Mahmoud Ahmadinejad and 
his main reformist challenger 
declared victory in Iran’s elec- 
tion Friday shortly after the polls 
closed. 

The Interior Ministry then re- 
leased partial results showing 
hard-line Ahmadinejad with a 
strong lead. It said he had 68.8 
percent of the more than 10 mil- 
lion ballots counted so far. His 
main challenger Mir Hossein 
Mousavi had 28.8 percent. 

The government has not yet re- 
leased the total number of votes 
cast in the tight and tense race. 

Iranians packed polling sta- 
tions from boutique-lined streets 
in north Tehran to conservative 
bastions in the countryside Fri- 
day with a choice that’s left the na- 
tion divided and on edge: keeping 
hard-line Ahmadinejad in power 
or electing a reformist who favors 
greater freedoms and improved 





ties with the United States. 

Crowds formed quickly at many 
voting sites in areas considered 
both strongholds for Ahmadine- 
jad and his main rival, reformist 
Muir Hossein Mousavi, who served 
as prime minister in the 1980s 
and has become the surprise 
hero of a powerful youth-driven 
movement. 

The turnout was massive 
— with some officials predicting 
a record-breaking surge to the 
polls — and voting was extended 
by two hours to 8 p.m. In previous 
major elections in Iran, the polls 
stayed open up to an additional 
three hours. 

There were no reports of un- 
rest or serious problems, but a top 
Mousavi aide, Ali Reza Beheshti, 
said some polling stations in 
northwestern and southern prov- 
inces ran out of ballots, claiming 
it was a “deliberate attempt by the 
government to keep people from 
voting.” 


Four Gitmo detainees 
released to Bermuda

HAMILTON, Bermuda — Four 
Guantanamo detainees from arid, 
predominantly Muslim western 
China were transferred to this 
very proper British colony Thurs- 
day, marking a bizarre new chap- 
ter in their odyssey. 

Freed after being locked up 
seven years, the four men were 
given ties during their flight to 
the island and their lawyers gave 
quick lessons in how to knot them. 
They kept a low profile after 
landing and declined to talk with 
journalists. 

They arrived just as islanders 
were starting to celebrate Bermu- 
da’s 400th year of settlement. But 
Washington’s surprise announce- 
ment of the transfer set off grum- 
bling by some islanders, and the 
colonial rulers in London bristled 
over not being told ahead of time. 

The four previously had been 
expected to join 13 other Chinese 
Muslims, known as Uighurs, that 
the Pacific island nation of Palau 
has just agreed to take in from 
Guantanamo over the strong ob- 
jections of China, which calls 
them terrorists. 

The 17 were among Uighurs de- 
tained in Afghanistan and Paki- 
stan in 2001, but had been in legal 
limbo since American authori- 
ties decided they were not enemy 
combatants or a danger to the U.S. 
and should be let go. 

Lawmakers in Congress object- 
ed to any Uighurs being released 
in the U.S., and few other nations 


showed any interest in accepting 
them. Albania took in a few in 
2006. 

China demands the Uighurs 
be sent home for trial, but U.S. 
officials have said they fear the 
men would be executed if they re- 
turned to China. 

At the State Department, 
spokesman Ian Kelly said Sec- 
retary of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton discussed the transfer 
with British Foreign Secretary 
David Miliband on Thursday.

“T hope to defeat Ahmadinejad 
today,” said Mahnaz Mottaghi, 
23, after casting her ballot at a 
mosque in central Tehran. 

Outside the same polling sta- 
tion, Abbas Rezai, 29, said he, his 
wife and his sister-in-law all voted 
for Ahmadinejad. 

“We will have him as a presi- 
dent for another term, for sure,” 
he said. 

The outcome will not sharply 
alter Iran’s main policies or sway 


high-level decisions, such as possi- 
ble talks with Washington. Those 
crucial policies are all directly 
controlled by the ruling clerics 
headed by the unelected Supreme 
Leader Ayatollah Ali Khamenei. 

But Mousavi has offered hopes 
of more freedoms at home. 

If elected, he could try to end 
crackdowns on liberal media and 
bloggers and push for Iran to em- 
brace President Barack Obama’s 
offer of dialogue after a nearly 30- 
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year diplomatic freeze. He also 
favors talks about Iran’s nuclear 
program. 

Iranians around the world took 
part in the vote. 

In Dubai, home to an estimat- 
ed 200,000 Iranians, the streets 
around the Iranian consulate 
were jammed with voters over- 
whelmingly favoring Mousavi. 

Maliki Zadehamid, a 39-year- 
old exporter, said, “He is our 
Obama.”

SILVER SPRING, Md. — A day after 
anti-Semitic gunman James Wenneker von 
Brunn allegedly killed a security guard 
at the U.S. Holocaust Memorial Museum 
in Washington, experts disagreed over 
whether it was a tragic but isolated event 
or the latest portend of a growing threat by 
domestic hate groups. 

The danger appeared to come from 
two directions: far-right fanatics with 
domestic conspiracy theories and Mus- 
lim extremists who oppose U.S. policies 
abroad. 

The number of incidents and death toll 
are lower now than during the early 1980s 
and early 1990s — when white suprema- 
cists, armed militias and other extremist 
groups attacked government offices, law 
enforcement officers and other targets. 

Domestic terrorism peaked in April 
1995, with the Oklahoma City bombing. 

“There’s no indication there’s an uptick 
in violence,” said Leonard Zeskind, a re- 
searcher of white nationalist groups. 

“White nationalists periodically go out 
and shoot people. ... As of yet, I’m not see- 
ing anything new.”

“We may well be seeing a perfect storm 
of factors that favor this movement,” Potok 
said.

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Tobacco: Bill 
restricts ads, 
increases 
oversight

The House, which first passed 
a similar FDA bill in April, voted 
307-97 to endorse the version 
passed 79-17 by the Senate on 
Thursday. 

The measure puts special em- 
phasis on dissuading some of the 
3,500 young people who every 
day smoke a cigarette for the first 
time. 

It prohibits use of candied 
and flavored cigarettes popular 
among young people and severely 
restricts advertisements and pro- 
motions targeted toward youth. It 
bans use of words such as “mild” 
or “light” that give the impression 
that the brand is safer. It requires 
stronger warning labels. 

The FDA also would require 
tobacco companies to reveal the 
contents of their products and 
they’d have to seek approval for 
marketing new products. It gives 
the FDA power to order changes 
to ingredients, including tar and 
nicotine, to protect public health. 

Altria Group, parent company 
of Philip Morris USA, the nation’s 
largest tobacco company, issued 
a statement Thursday support- 
ing the legislation and saying it 
approved “tough but reasonable 
federal regulation of tobacco 
products” by the FDA. Rival com- 
panies have voiced opposition, 
saying FDA limits on new tobac- 
co products could lock in market 
shares for Philip Morris, maker of 
Marlboro cigarettes. 

Opposition in the House came 
from Republicans concerned 
about government intrusion in pri- 
vate enterprise and tobacco state 
lawmakers. Rep. Howard Coble, 
R-N.C., said people in his state be- 
lieved “allowing the FDA to regu- 
late tobacco in any capacity would 
lead to the FDA regulating the 
family farm.” 

The greater goal of the legisla- 
tion is to reduce deaths linked to 
smoking and shrink the annual 
$100 billion health care price tag 
for tobacco-related illnesses. 

Smoking is responsible for 
more than 30 percent of all cancer 
deaths, said Dr. Douglas Blayney, 
president of the American Society 
of Clinical Oncology. The bill, he 
said, “should have a huge impact 
on reducing the death and disease 
brought on by tobacco use.” 

Obama, who has spoken of his 
struggle to quit smoking, praised 
the bill, saying it “will make his- 
tory by giving the scientists and 
medical experts at the FDA the 
power to take sensible steps.” 

Lawmakers, led by the ailing 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., have been fighting for more 
than a decade to impose govern- 
ment controls over cigarettes, only 
to meet strong resistance from the 
tobacco industry and others. The 
Supreme Court in 2000 said the 
FDA did not have authority to 
regulate tobacco under current 
law, and the administration of 
then-President George W. Bush 
opposed congressional efforts to 
rewrite the law. 
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‘Rockefeller’ gets time for kidnapping

BOSTON — A German man who called 
himself Clark Rockefeller and spun fantastic 
stories about himself during three decades 
in the United States was convicted Friday of 
kidnapping his 7-year-old daughter and sen- 
tenced to four to five years in prison. 

Rockefeller, whose real name is Christian 
Karl Gerhartsreiter, snatched the girl on a 
Boston street during a supervised visit last 
July and fled to Baltimore with her. 

The jurors, who began deliberating Mon- 
day, rejected the theory put forth by Gerharts- 


reiter’s lawyers that he was suffering from a 
delusional disorder and was legally insane. 
Prosecutors called the diagnosis “preposter- 
ous” and said he planned the kidnapping for 
months because he was angry that his wife 
had divorced him and gained custody of their 
daughter, Reigh. 

Gerhartsreiter also was convicted of assault 
and battery with a dangerous weapon for or- 
dering the driver of a sport utility vehicle to 
pull away with a social worker clinging to the 
door. The jury acquitted him on another as- 
sault count and on a charge of giving a false 
name to police.

The judge sentenced him to four to five 
years in state prison on the kidnapping count 
and a concurrent two to three years on the as- 
sault charge. 

District Attorney Daniel Conley called the 
verdict “fair and just” and said hoped it gives 
Gerhartsreiter’s ex-wife Sandra Boss and her 
daughter “some sense of justice.”

Analog TV signals shut down

NEW YORK — TV stations 
across the U.S. started cutting 
their analog signals Friday morn- 
ing, ending a 60-year run for the 
technology and likely stranding 
more than 1 million unprepared 
homes without TV service. 

The Federal Communications 
Commission put 4,000 operators 
on standby for calls from con- 
fused viewers, and set up dem- 
onstration centers in_ several 
cities. Volunteer groups and local 
government agencies were help- 
ing elderly viewers set up digital 
converter boxes that keep older 
TVs functioning. Any set hooked 
up to cable or a satellite dish is 
unaffected. 

“When you’re alone like me, 
that’s my _ partner,’ Patricia 
Bruchalski, 82, said about her 
TV. 

Bruchalski, a pianist and for- 
mer opera singer who lives in 
Brooklyn Park, Md., got assis- 
tance Thursday from Anne Arun- 
del County’s Department of Aging 
and Disabilities and a community 
organization called Partners in 
Care. After her converter box was 
installed, Bruchalski marveled 
that digital broadcasts seemed 
clearer and gave her more chan- 
nels — about 15 instead of the 
three she was used to. 

“You're going to be up all night 
watching TV now,” volunteer in- 
staller Rick Ebling told her. 

Around 15 percent of U.S. 
households don’t have = satel- 
lite or cable, and they tend to be 
poorer. Nielsen Co. said minor- 
ity households were less likely to 
be prepared for Friday’s analog 
shutdown, as were households 
consisting of people under age 
3a. 

A survey sponsored by broad- 
casters showed that Americans 
are well aware of the switch, 
thanks to two years of advertising 
about it. But many people simply 
procrastinated. 

“We know some viewers will 
wait until the very last minute, or 
even after June 12, until they take 


action,’ said Paul Karpowicz, 
second vice chair of the television 
board of the National Association 
of Broadcasters. 

Fox affiliate WUPW in Toledo, 
Ohio, cut its signal at 8 a.m., mak- 
ing it one of the first stations to go. 
By 10:15 a.m., the station’s four- 
person phone bank had received 
40 calls, said chief engineer Steve 
Pietras. 

Many callers wanted help con- 
necting their converter boxes, 
Pietras said. They had put off 
hooking them up until Friday be- 
cause they thought that was the 
day digital broadcasting started. 
Like most stations, WUPW has 
been broadcasting digitally for 
years, alongside analog. 

Another cause of confusion is 
that many stations were mov- 
ing to new frequencies Friday. 
That means that even digital TV 
sets and older sets hooked up to 
converter boxes need to be set to 
“re-scan” the airwaves on Friday 
and over the weekend. New TVs 
and the converter boxes have 
menu options, accessible through 
their remote controls, to enable a 
re-scan. 

Some people might also need 
new antennas, because digital 
signals travel differently than an- 
alog ones. While an analog station 
that came in imperfectly might 
have had static but remained 
viewable, digital generally comes 
in all or nothing.

WASHINGTON — Supreme 
Court nominee Sonia Sotomayor 
told a senator Thursday that she 
would follow a historic ruling af- 
firming Americans’ right to own 
guns for self-defense, but pro-gun 
activists said they still believe 
she’d work to limit gun rights if 
confirmed for the high court. 

Democratic Sen. Mark Udall of 
Colorado said Sotomayor told him 
during a private meeting that she 
considers the 2008 ruling that 
struck down a Washington, D.C., 
handgun ban as settled law that 
would guide her decisions in fu- 
ture cases. In District of Colum- 
bia v. Heller, the Supreme Court 
held that individuals have a con- 
stitutional right to guns. 

But the statement gave little 
comfort to gun rights activists. 
Conservative Sen. Jim DeMuint, 
R-S.C., said that earlier in the 
week, Sotomayor told him in a 
similar closed-door session that 
she stood by an appellate court 
decision she signed this year that 
said the Second Amendment pro- 
tection from curbs on the right to 
bear arms applied only to federal 
laws — not state or local ones. 
That ruling, Maloney v. Cuomo, 
left it up to the Supreme Court to 
decide whether the rights recog- 
nized in the Heller case applied 
throughout the country. 

The dueling statements called 
attention to a simmering and po- 
litically fraught debate over gun 
rights that transcends partisan 
lines. The issue is a tricky one for 
many Democrats who, like Udall, 
hail from conservative-leaning 
states in the South and West and 
often find themselves at odds 
with their party’s liberal leaders’ 
strong support for gun control 
measures. 

They’re under intense pressure 
from gun rights advocates to op- 
pose Sotomayor’s nomination, so 
pinning her down on the topic is a 
major concern. 


Gun rights activists have cited 
the Maloney decision in accusing 
Sotomayor of being hostile to gun 
rights. In the case, Sotomayor and 
two other judges on the 2nd Cir- 
cuit appeals court upheld a New 
York state law banning the pos- 
session of “chuka sticks.” They 
said they were bound by an 1886 
Supreme Court ruling — not by 
Heller, which didn’t address the 
question of whether the Second 
Amendment applied to states. 

DeMint also questioned Soto- 
mayor about gun rights in a meet- 
ing last week, and later criticized 
her for refusing to say the Second 
Amendment “protects a funda- 
mental right that applies to all 
Americans.” He said Sotomayor’s 
statement on Heller “doesn’t tell 
us much” about her view of the 
issue given the position she took 
this year in Maloney. 

If it were up to Sotomayor, De- 
Mint said Thursday, Heller would 
only apply to federal jurisdictions. 
“(H)er opinion was that the hun- 
dreds of millions of Americans in 
the 50 states do not have a funda- 
mental right to bear arms. She 
refused to back away from that 
opinion in my meeting with her,” 
DeMint said Thursday. 

The National Rifle Association 
also wasn’t satisfied. 

“We still have serious concerns 
about positions she’s taken in the 
past, and the answer as far as fol- 
lowing precedent is somewhat 
meaningless, because it does not 
answer the question of where she 
stands on the fundamental right 
of law-abiding Americans to keep 
and bear arms,” said Chris W. 
Cox, the NRA’s chief lobbyist. 

Paul Helmke of the Brady 
Campaign to Prevent Gun Vio- 
lence said Sotomayor was “doing 
what justices are supposed to do” 
— adhering to existing law and 
precedent unless there’s a good 
reason not to. 

“She’s seen what happens when 
you make it too easy for danger- 
ous people to get guns,” Helmke 
said.

The dozen or so tax refund 
checks identified so far in the 
case were processed at the In- 
ternal Revenue Service Center 
in Austin, Texas, and mailed to 
apartments in Austin, Houston 
and Dallas, Assistant U.S. Attor- 
ney Brent Anderson said. Federal 
authorities are contacting the vic- 
tims, who do not need to take any 
action, he said.

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Republicans head to heartland tor 2012

DES MOINES, Iowa — It’s 
been almost seven months since 
voters handed Barack Obama the 
White House, and in the minds 
of many of Iowa activists that 
means only one thing: It’s time to 
start the campaign again. 

2012 already? 

Yes, 2’ years before Iowans 
gather for their first-in-the-na- 
tion precinct caucuses, early 
presidential campaigning has 
begun. 

“We had a brief pause for two 
or three months when people 
went somewhere warm, and 
then it starts again,” said Rich- 
ard Schwarm, a Lake Mills law- 
yer and former state Republican 
Party chairman. “Most of the old 
war horses hear the bell and start 
responding again.” 

Potential Republican candi- 
dates who have visited the state 
include Louisiana Gov. Bobby 
Jindal and former Arkansas 
Gov. Mike Huckabee, who won 
the GOP caucuses in 2008. More 
politicians had trips planned, 
starting with Nevada Sen. John 
Ensign, followed by Mississippi 
Gov. Haley Barbour and another 
appearance by Huckabee. 

Several other high-profile Re- 
publicans thought to be consider- 
ing presidential runs, including 
Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin, former 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich 
and former Massachusetts Gov. 
Mitt Romney, haven’t visited 
Iowa since the election. 

Of course, politicians say their 
stops in Iowa aren’t related to any 
presidential ambitions. 

Phil Roeder, chief spokesman 
for the Iowa Democratic Party 
during the 1988 election cycle, 
said there’s a long tradition of 
politicians traveling to Iowa to 
help others. 

“It’s the smoke screen,” Ro- 
eder said. “Every candidate has 
to keep the expectations in check 
and at the same time it’s a great 
way to make friends in Iowa. If 
you’re here to help others and not 
just help yourself, it gives you a 
good list to go back to when it’s 
your turn.” 

Campaigning for the caucuses 
begins earlier with each presi- 
dential election cycle, but interest 
among Republicans could be es- 
pecially strong this time because 
of last year’s example. That’s 
when an underdog first-term sen- 
ator from Illinois patiently built 
a huge network of supporters in 
Iowa, then was propelled by a 
surprising caucus victory toward 
the Democratic nomination and 
ultimately the White House. 

“We only have to look at some- 
body named President Barack 
Obama to realize that if you do 
well in Iowa a lot of other pieces 
fall into place,” Republican strat- 
egist Bob Haus said. “They take 
their role very seriously, so candi- 
dates take Iowa very seriously.” 

It doesn’t always work that 
way. 

In last year’s caucuses, Hucka- 
bee emerged with a big triumph. 
But he never could shake his 


underdog status and finally quit 
when it became clear that Arizo- 
na Sen. John McCain would gain 
the Republican nomination. 

The coming presidential cam- 
paign cycle almost certainly will 
be a Republican show because it’s 
unlikely any Democrat will chal- 
lenge Obama’s run for a second 
term. Obama has visited Iowa 
once since becoming president 
and has kept much of his cam- 
paign infrastructure in the state. 

Tim Albrecht, an organizer 
for the American Future Fund, 
and a former staffer for Romney 
during his presidential run, said 


Iowa is the perfect place for po- 
tential candidates to hone their 
message. Romney visited Iowa 
repeatedly before declaring his 
candidacy, then held events in the 
state almost weekly in the months 
leading to the caucuses. 

“You can’t find a more fertile 
soil in America to begin growing 
the new conservative movement,” 
Albrecht said. 

If it’s obvious why candidates 
can’t resist heading to the heart- 
land, then do Iowans ever tire of 
the attention? 

Apparently not. 

“T think people genuinely think 


it’s fun, it’s interesting, it’s excit- 
ing,” said Roeder, now a spokes- 
man for Democratic Gov. Chet 
Culver. “People take it pretty 
darn seriously.” 

For some, Iowa’s place in 
American politics means a live- 
lihood for those who run and 
staff campaigns, as well as busi- 
nesses that cater to campaign 
gatherings. 

“Tt puts food on the table,” said 
Democratic activist Brad Ander- 
son. “The reality is, it’s been half 
a year since the election, they’ve 
had six or seven months to recov- 
er and I think people on the Re- 
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publican side are ready to start 
the game again.” 

Even if they wanted to delay 
campaigning until, say, a year 
before the caucuses, Drake Uni- 
versity political science profes- 
sor Dennis Goldford said Iowans 
wouldn’t have much luck. 

“Whether or not Iowans get 
tired of it, the fact remains that 
Iowa is still first in the nation 
until one or both parties deter- 
mine otherwise,” said Goldford. 
“Politicians certainly have to 
fight on the terrain they confront. 
That terrain starts in Iowa.”

Restored cabins give glimpse of slave life

CHARLESTON, S.C. 
ighty-six-year-old John- 
nie Leach leans on his 
cane as he sits in warm 
sunshine on the steps 

of the old slave cabin where he 
raised 13 children four decades 
ago. 

Despite the humble setting and 
the terrible history of the place, 
living there is a time he and his 
family remember fondly. 

“The good Lord blessed me. I 
sent three of them to college from 
here,” he says, reminiscing about 
his old home. 

The building is one of four 
former slave cabins at Magnolia 
Plantation and Gardens that have 
been restored to show visitors 
the path of blacks from slavery to 
freedom. 

“The time has come to tell this 
story,” says Preston Cooley, atour 
guide who helped with the cabin 
project. “All this beauty you look 
around and see at this plantation 
was created by the people who 
lived on the slave street.” 

The cabins at the plantation, 
which attracts tens of thousands 
each year to the banks of the Ash- 
ley River, have been restored to 
reflect different eras of the black 


experience. One appears as it 
would have during slavery in 
1850 with limewashed walls and 
a loft where sleeping mats were 
stored. A second shows how freed 
men lived after the Civil War, 
some of their furnishings cast off 
from the plantation house. 

The poverty of blacks in the 
Jim Crow South of the 1920s, 
walls lined with newspapers for 
insulation, can be seen in the 
third. 

The Leach cabin is restored 
to how it looked during the civil 
rights era. 

Visitors with cameras and 
knapsacks pass through the cab- 
ins with their wooden shutters 
and old brick fireplaces. The 
buildings say only so much. The 
real stories belong to those who 
lived in them. 

The Leach family worked on 
the plantation for four genera- 
tions, staying on the street until 
1969, nearly three centuries after 
the plantation was built. 

They were the last to live in 
a cabin without modern conve- 
niences, only a single electric line 
powering a couple of light bulbs. 

They got water from a pump, 
cooked on a wood stove that 
heated the house and used an 
outhouse. 

Leach added two small rooms 
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as the family grew. 

Their cabin and two others 
were used into the late 1900s by 
others, but electricity, running 
water and toilets were added. 
Those conveniences were re- 
moved as part of the $500,000 
restoration. 

“To me it don’t have the old 
looks. It looks like a brand new 
place,” said Leach, who was mar- 
ried and widowed twice, as he 
looked along the restored slave 
street. 

“Everybody loved the place 
and it was real good for kids. We 
played in the dark in the moon- 
shine. I loved the place,” recalled 
Hector Maxwell, 61, Leach’s 
brother-in-law, who lived here 
for several years in the 1960s. 

As the family grew, the older 
children moved in with relatives 
or struck out on their own. 

Although no one lives on the 
slave street anymore, it will al- 
ways conjure home for the Leach 
family. 

“T have a son who just turned 
12 and we were approaching the 
plantation the other day and just 
getting ready to turn in,” Isaac 
Leach said. 

“He said ‘Dad, I can’t get 
enough of this place.’”’ 
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Honoring flag, veterans

recently accompanied my wife to 
[sti (Kan.) Memorial Cemetery to 

place flowers on her parents’ graves. 
Afterward we walked down to the veter- 
ans area where many brave Marines, Air 
Force, Navy and Army personnel from 
World War I to the present are laid to rest. 
This remarkable cemetery features a 
World War I bronze soldier standing with a 
rifle, guarding his fallen comrades. 

The entire area is surrounded by 18 huge 
American flags positioned at half-staff 
on Memorial Day. Each servicemember’s 
grave is decorated with a smaller version. 
While there, I noticed the brass fittings for 
one of the large flags had broken, allowing 
this most sacred of our country’s symbols 
to touch the ground. 

I picked up our flag and did my best to 
refasten the brass clip; my wife helped me 
untie the flag to raise it off the ground. 
There was little wind and it hung limply 
against the pole as we walked away. My re- 
pair job was not perfect, but it was better 
than allowing this cloth of freedom to lie 
on the ground.

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We sat down under the bronze soldier to 
think about those who gave their lives so 
all Americans could reflect in Old Glory’s 
shadow. I studied the beautiful red, white 
and blue colors while remembering the 
words of my father, who served as a Ma- 
rine in the Korean War: “You will always 
be all right, long as that beautiful flag is 
still flying.” 

Suddenly the wind picked up and all 18 
flags stretched out. We sat under a canopy 
of beauty that represented freedom. A me- 
teorologist might have claimed that baro- 
metric pressure from a possible rainstorm 
created the breeze that caused those flags 
to open up and highlight their glory. Some- 
thing told me that the unexpected arrival 
of this wind was a great deal more. 

I can’t explain the sensation that flushed 
through me at that moment. Perhaps it was 
my imagination. Yet the feeling that I was 
somehow being saluted for the simple ges- 
ture of lifting our symbol of freedom off 
the ground was overwhelming. 

Could those brave men just a few feet 
away have somehow arranged for that stiff 
breeze to rise and not only salute me, but 
all Americans who love our country? Would 
they have included not only the brave who 
fight for our freedom, but those who pay 
their taxes and try to do what is right by 
our country? Would their message be to 
thumb our noses at those who detest our 
flag and everything it stands for? 

I never knew one of those men, but I 
love them all — as I love those fighting 
and dying for our country today. Our flag 
is beautiful like a flower, but don’t get the 
wrong impression: This banner of stars 
and stripes has a lot of muscle and deliber- 
ate determination to back it up. Freedom 
dictates having the backbone and resolve 
to never back down and be conquered. 

A close friend of mine, John Routh, who 
island-hopped while fighting the Japanese 
during World War II, talked of friends who 
often spoke fondly of home while lying in 
the sulfur-caked soil during their cam- 
paign. More than once a sniper’s bullet 
made sure some never returned — includ- 
ing one young man whom John had just 
talked to moments before. Army, Air Force 
and Navy veterans could share these same

horrible memories of lost youth from an 
act of war. 

Those young men wanted to be home 
for mom’s cooking, beautiful girls, fishing, 
movies and perhaps raising a family, but 
it was not to be. Yet, to a man, they were 
proud of that flag and everything it stood 
for. They wanted to go home, but had to die 
so others could live in freedom. 

So was it a big deal that our flag was 
touching the ground? You’d better believe 
it! I know that all good Americans would 
have picked that flag off the ground — I 
just happened to be the one who found it. 

The wind lay, ending my salute as we 
drove away, and each flag settled back on 
its pole. 

Did those brave men really salute me by 
briefly raising the wind to make our beau- 
tiful flag stand in the wind? It doesn’t mat- 
ter. The only thing that matters is that our 
flag never touches the ground again.

Some U.S. help not in speech

When President Barack Obama took the 
opportunity to address the Muslim com- 
munity from Cairo, by all accounts, he 
opened a new dialogue between the West 
and one of the world’s largest religious 
communities. 

But even in his call for increased toler- 
ance and understanding between two very 
different cultures, Obama could have gone 
further. ... 

Obama could have gone further when 
talking about how the United States is not 
the country that it is perceived to be by 
many in the Middle East. Not only is it a 
place where freedom allows people of all 
faiths to advance based upon their abili- 
ties; it is a nation whose people are not 
afraid to defend those whose rights are 
being violated. 

Twice in the past 20 years, the United 
States used military force to defend Mus- 
lim populations — in Bosnia and Kuwait. 
In the past 10 years, a coalition of West- 
ern powers has worked to free Afghani- 
stan from the tyranny of harsh Islamic 
fundamentalism. 

For the rift between the Islamic world 
and the West to be bridged, Obama and 
other Western leaders need to reinforce 
the message that peaceful coexistence and 
cooperation are key. 

Leaders from the Middle East will have 
to do their part, too. They will need to show 
with action, not just words, that coopera- 
tion can be achieved. 


In quite a state over abortion

Nobody asked Wichitans whether they 
wanted their community to become ground 
zero for the abortion issue — or the “bull’s- 
eye of the abortion industry,” as one local 
anti-abortion activist regrettably puts it in 
the film documentary ‘“What’s the Matter 
With Kansas?” 

But the city and the controversial medi- 
cal procedure became entangled, because 
Wichita was George Tiller’s home and he 
was one of a shrinking number of physi- 
cians in the United States willing to per- 
form abortions and especially late-term 
abortions. ... 

Is it too much to hope that people now 
might learn something from Tiller’s death 
and act accordingly? Any chance we can 
communicate about abortion civilly and 
productively, in ways that both promote 
life and respect women? ... 

If a fight is what we want, how about 
getting up in arms about the 300-plus in- 
fants who die annually before reaching 
their first birthdays in Kansas? Or the 22.7 
percent of women who receive inadequate 
prenatal care? Or the 58 girls younger than 
15 in Kansas who were in a position to have 
abortions last year? 

Tiller often wore a button saying, “At- 
titude is everything.” In the wake of his 
murder, a new attitude on abortion is sore- 
ly needed in Wichita and beyond. 


Gay marriage debate preferred

The wheels of American democracy turn 
slowly — by design. 

But they’re apparently not fast enough 
for legal hotshots Ted Olson and David 
Boies (of Bush v. Gore fame), who an- 
nounced last month that they are mounting 
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a challenge in federal court to California’s 
recently upheld gay-marriage ban. 

If they get their way, the courts would en- 
shrine a nationwide constitutional right to 
homosexual marriage — and likely spark 
a new culture conflict of the sort that has 
simmered since the U.S. Supreme Court’s 
1973 Roe v. Wade abortion decision. 

Americans have only just begun a na- 
tional debate about gay marriage — a con- 
cept unthinkable merely 20 years ago but 
now seen as a right in much of the country. 


The last thing the country needs is a sim- 
ilar decades-long battle over gay marriage. 
Especially seeing as a reasoned debate is 
already starting to break out. ... 

Of course, there are competing social is- 
sues involved — as [former Vice President 
Dick] Cheney can attest. 

But working out competing claims thor- 
oughly and peacefully — if slowly and often 
clumsily — is precisely what democracy is 
for. 


Gun cases aiming for showdown

A Chicago case could be key to settling 
the meaning of the U.S. Constitution’s Sec- 
ond Amendment. 

A decision this month by a federal ap- 
peals court in Chicago has set the stage for 
U.S. Supreme Court review about whether 
citizens enjoy an unfettered right to bear 
arms. 

The U.S. Supreme Court last year struck 
down a law in the District of Columbia, 
which is subject to federal jurisdiction, 
that barred ownership of a handgun. This 
month, the 7th Circuit Court of Appeals up- 
held the same kind of gun ban in Chicago. 

The appeals court held that gun owner- 
ship provisions of the Second Amendment 
do not apply to states and municipalities. 

The U.S. Supreme Court ruling was ap- 
plicable only to federal jurisdictions. But 
the National Rifle Association challenged 
the Chicago law because it hopes to extend 
that right beyond federal jurisdiction. Now 
it will seek U.S. Supreme Court review, 
and that is a distinct possibility because 
the 9th Circuit Court of Appeals has ap- 
plied the Second Amendment to state and 
local governments, putting two federal cir- 
cuits in conflict. 

The 7th Circuit panel emphasized in its 
ruling that it followed long-established 
precedents. Three court decisions dat- 
ing back to the late 1800s have held that 
Second Amendment rights are protected 
from federal encroachment but subject to 
regulation in the states and localities. Ob- 
viously, this contentious political issue also 
has roiled the courts, setting the stage for 
a top-level review.

Treasury Secretary Timothy Geithner 
unintentionally amused students in Bei- 
jing this month when he reassured them 
that China’s heavy investments in America 
— and in our currency — are “very safe.” 
The spectacle of young Chinese scholars 
laughing at our fiscal shortcomings should 
not amuse or reassure Americans. Neither 
should proliferating expressions of inter- 
national frustration over our balance-sheet 
irresponsibility. ... 

Federal Reserve Board Chairman Ben 
Bernanke’s blunt testimony to the House 
Budget Committee this month wasn’t 
funny or soothing, either. ... 

But someday the spending-spree bill 
will come due. Bernanke warned that the 
Federal Reserve won’t forever “monetize 
the debt” to cover Washington’s profligate 
habits. Eventually, if runaway deficits per- 
sist, interest rates are bound to rise, with 
devastating consequences. Eventually, as 
Bernanke put it, “Either cuts in spending 
or increases in taxes will be necessary to 
stabilize the fiscal situation.” 

And eventually, if we fail to get our fis- 
cal house in order, America won’t just be 
the target of derisive, short-term laughter 
in China and elsewhere. 

America will be the victim of self-inflict- 
ed, long-term financial ruin. 


Saturn deal: A whole new world

From the time it was conceived by Gen- 
eral Motors in the early 1980s, Saturn 
has always been a “different kind of car 
company.” That difference may soon be- 
come more profound. This month, GM 
announced an agreement to sell Saturn to 
Penske Automotive Group, which bought 
the brand but not the factories that make 
its cars. Instead, Penske plans to outsource 
all of the manufacturing. In other words, 
Saturn will be the first carmaker that 
doesn’t actually make cars. ... 

Most car manufacturers already rely 
on subcontractors to supply key elements, 
such as brakes and transmissions. Penske 
is simply taking that trend to its logical ex- 
treme. And before Americans lament the 
potential loss of U.S. manufacturing jobs 
if and when every Saturn is made some- 
where else, they should remember that 
the process works both ways. Foreign au- 
tomakers have built numerous factories 
in the U.S., and much of the work on GM’s 
erstwhile Hummer brand will remain here 
even after its sale to a Chinese industrial 
firm. In addition, the deal promises to save 
thousands of jobs at as many as 350 Saturn 
dealerships — more jobs, in all likelihood, 
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than can be found at Saturn’s factories. 


Repeal No Child Left Behind

State education leaders across the nation 
are trying to respond to the mess caused 
by No Child Left Behind. This federal edu- 
cation law attempts to use state education 
standards and incorporate them into a fed- 
eral school accountability system. ... 

It’s an ugly mess that interferes with 
state efforts to improve education. In an at- 
tempt to straighten this mess out, officials 
from 46 states are trying to agree on a set 
of national standards that all states can 
adopt, creating a more uniform system. 

The problem is that this development 
will pave the way for more federal con- 
trol of education. Once national standards 
are created, Congress will feel the need to 
mandate them on all states. Once we have 
national standards, we might as well have 
national tests. And once those tests are es- 
tablished, it will make sense to have a na- 
tional curriculum to teach children to pass 
those tests. ... 

The solution to the problems posed by 
No Child Left Behind is not national stan- 
dards and more federal interference. It is 
the repeal of No Child Left Behind. 


Spare nominee the vicious cycle

Earnest goodwill doesn't make a foreign policy

esident Barack Obama likes to see himself as 

P: pragmatist, but in foreign policy he is prov- 

ing to be a supreme idealist of the Woodrow 
Wilson variety. 

Like Wilson’s, Obama’s foreign policy increas- 
ingly seems to rest on the assumption that nations 
will act on the basis of what they perceive to be the 
goodwill, good intentions or moral purity of other 
nations, in particular the United States. If other na- 
tions have refused to cooperate with us, it is because 
they perceive the United States as aggressive or 
evil. Obama’s job is to change that perception. From 
the outreach to Iran and to Muslims, to the call for 
eliminating all nuclear weapons, to the desire for a 
“reset” in relations with Russia, the central point of 
Obama’s diplomacy is that America is, suddenly, dif- 
ferent. It has changed. It is better. It is time, there- 
fore, for other nations to cooperate. 

But how has America changed? Obama’s policies 
toward Iran, the Middle East, Russia, North Korea, 
China, Latin America, Afghanistan and even Iraq 
have at most shifted only at the margins — as many 
in those countries repeatedly complain. So what, for 
instance, is the source of the “new beginning” in 
U.S.-Muslim relations Obama called for in Cairo? 

The answer, it seems, is Obama himself. In the 
speech, The Washington Post reports, “Obama 
made his own biography the starting point for a 
new U.S. relationship with Islam.” Or as The New 
York Times put it, while “the president offered few 
details on how to solve problems around the globe,” 
his basic argument “boiled down to this: Barack 
Hussein Obama was standing on the podium in this 
Muslim capital as the American president.” 

Critics complain that Obama’s speeches are too 
self-referential. If so, this is not a mark of vanity. 
It is a strategy. Obama believes that his story is a 
powerful foreign policy tool, that drawing attention 
to what makes him different, not only from George 
W. Bush but from all past American presidents, will 
persuade the world to take a fresh look at America. 

In Cairo, he emphasized his Muslim heritage to 
show Muslims around the world that he empathizes 
with them as no previous American president pos- 
sibly could. His apologies for America’s past be- 
havior also highlight his uniqueness. He is not the 
first president to apologize. Wilson apologized to the 
peoples of the Western Hemisphere for the inter- 
ventionist policies of his Republican predecessors 
(only to outdo them with his own interventions). Bill 
Clinton apologized to Africans for America’s history 
of slavery. But Clinton accepted responsibility for 
America’s sins as if they were his own. 

Obama, on the other hand, does distance himself 
from America’s past sins. His response to Daniel 
Ortega’s long recitation of U.S. misdeeds in Latin 
America was to point out that he personally had 
nothing to do with them — “I was three months 
old.’ When he admits American sins in relations 
with Iran, he wants Iran’s revolutionary leaders to 
distinguish between America, which they hate, and 
America’s new president, whom they can like and 
with whom they can do business. 

Can this work even without fundamental change 


in the con- 
duct and 
parameters 
of U.S. for- 
eign policy?

mands. Will he cut off aid? The answer is almost 
certainly no. But Obama must believe that the ex- 
pression of his good intentions is enough. 

Or take Obama’s declared desire to eliminate all 
nuclear weapons. Of course he admits that he cannot 
make this happen. But he believes that by agreeing 
with American critics that the present American- 
dominated order is unjust, he can buy the interna- 
tional goodwill necessary to end Iran’s and North 
Korea’s nuclear weapons programs. 

Finally, Guantanamo. Who knows when Obama 
will be able to close it, what he will be able to put 
in its place or whether, ultimately, he will be able 
to strike a fundamentally different balance between 
American security and the legal rights of detainees 
than was struck by Bush or by previous presidents 
in times of perceived national security threats. 
It probably won’t be all that different. But Obama 
hopes that by displaying earnestness, he can build 
an image of greater moral authority and that this in 
turn will produce diplomatic results. 

This theory may prove correct. Certainly, it will 
soon be tested. But let us not call it realism. The last 
president who sincerely pursued this approach was 
Wilson. He, too, believed that the display of evident 
goodwill and desire for peace, uncorrupted by the 
base motives of national interest or ambition, gave 
him the special moral authority to sway other na- 
tions. And Wilson was as beloved around the globe 
as Obama is today, possibly more beloved, at least 
for a moment. Millions took to the streets in the 
great cities of Europe when he crossed the Atlan- 
tic in 1918. His gifts to persuade, however, proved 
ephemeral, and the results of his efforts were, from 
his own perspective, an utter failure. Not only the 
nations of Europe but his own United States proved 
more self-interested and less amenable to moral ap- 
peals. We will see whether Obama ... fares better.

Obama’s message 
tested by Darfur

fter speaking to the 
Aer’ Muslims from 

Cairo, President Barack 
Obama moved on to Buchen- 
wald, site of a Nazi death camp. 
There, standing with Holocaust 
survivor and Nobel Laureate 
Elie Wiesel, he denounced those 
who deny that the Holocaust oc- 
curred and, with solemnity, de- 
clared that the world must never 
again tolerate genocide. ... 

So the question should be 
asked: How will the president 
of the United States, the world’s 
most powerful leader, translate 
that poignant poetry into effec- 
tive policy? 

Specifically, what will Obama 
do about the genocide taking 
place in the Sudanese region 
of Darfur? And what will he 
do about the genocidal threats 
against Israelis being made by 
Iran’s rulers? Obama’s pref- 
erence is to deal with these 
matters diplomatically. But re- 
garding Darfur, diplomacy has 
been tried for years and found 
wanting. The Darfuri people are 
black, and they practice a vari- 
ety of Islam that does not meet 
with the approval of the militant 
Islamist Arabs who rule Sudan. 

There are 57 nations in the 
Organization of the Islamic 
Conference (OIC). They consti- 
tute the most powerful bloc in 
the United Nations today. And 
they side with the regime in 
Khartoum. Russia and China, 
members of the U.N. Security 
Council, have made investments 
in Sudan’s oil fields and sell arms 
to Sudan’s military. Those inter- 
ests override any humanitarian 
concerns. As a result of all this, 
there is no way the United Na- 
tions would authorize strong 
measures to save Darfur. 

If Obama is to put an end to 
the carnage and rapes, he will 
have to act unilaterally or, at 


best, with Europe’s blessing. 
Michael Ledeen, a former ad- 
viser to the State and Defense 
departments and now a scholar 
at the Foundation for Defense of 
Democracies (the policy insti- 
tute I run), believes the simplest 
means to improve the situation 
would be to destroy the rela- 
tively small number of aircraft 
used by the janjaweed, the mili- 
tia most responsible for preying 
on Darfurians. This would both 
cripple its mobility and send a 
signal that there is at least one 
nation in the world still willing 
to shoulder what Wiesel calls 
the “moral obligation to inter- 
vene where evil is in control.” 

As for the militant Islamists 
ruling Iran, Obama has said it 
would be “unacceptable” for 
them to acquire nuclear weap- 
ons — a capability to match 
their intentions. Here, again, the 
U.N. is rendered impotent by the 
collusion of the OIC, Russia and 
China. 

The Obama administration is 
attempting to directly engage 
Iran’s rulers but, so far, the re- 
sponse has not been positive. 
The president has indicated that 
he does not intend to hold out his 
hand indefinitely. ... 

Members of Congress from 
both parties have been working 
on legislation that would give the 
White House the means to cut 
off the gasoline that Iran must 
import to keep its cars, trucks 
and military vehicles moving. ... 
If such pressure helps persuade 
the Iranian theocrats ... to nego- 
tiate in earnest — that would be 
progress. If not, at least it would 
become obvious that diplomatic 
and economic tools are inad- 
equate to the mission, in which 
case tougher options will have to 
be contemplated.

nergy prices are starting to soar 
again. 
Oil prices, for starters, have 
broken free of the fundamentals 
that usually rule the market, rising despite 
a glut in surplus crude oil. Benchmark 
crude climbed to its highest level in eight 
months Thursday, touching $73.23 a barrel 
on the New York Mercantile Exchange. 

Gas prices at the pump have been surg- 
ing too, reaching a national average of 
$2.63 a gallon. 

What could spiking prices mean for a 
country trying to break free of a reces- 
sion? Is there a risk that expensive oil and 
gas will make it harder for the economy to 
recover? 

Here are some questions and answers 
about the economic consequences of high 
energy prices. 


Q: How do rising energy prices affect the 
economy? 

A: Americans buy so much gasoline that 
a$1 increase in pump prices means a $140 
billion annual hit on the economy. That’s 
$140 billion that won’t go into savings ac- 
counts, college funds, restaurants or to- 
ward movie night. And economists believe 
that more spending is what is needed to 
help pull the country out of recession. 

James Hamilton, an economist at the 
University of California, San Diego, said 
that energy costs now add up to more than 
6 percent of American consumer spend- 
ing. At that rate, people start rearranging 
their budgets. 

“The money has got to come from some- 
where,” Hamilton said. “People either 
have to save less or spend less.” 

Historically, that means they’ll hold off 
on buying everything from a new car to a 
new pair of shorts for the summer. Even 
underwear gets a few extra miles during a

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For example, airlines pointed to higher 
fuel prices last year when they cut flights 
to smaller hubs and started charging for 
checked bags. 

Q: Does all this mean it might take lIon- 
ger to emerge from the recession? 

A: It’s possible. Spending more on gas, 
heating oil and other petroleum products 
can leave businesses with less money to 
hire new workers or give raises. Consum- 
ers would have less to spend as well, and 
the economy would take longer to heal. 


Q: If we’re in a recession, why are en- 
ergy prices spiking — and how long can 
this go on? Am I going to be paying $3 
for a gallon of gas? How about $4? 

A: Energy prices can fall when an econ- 
omy slumps, as manufacturers shutter fac- 
tories and laid off workers keep their cars 
off the road. But gas prices usually rise in 
the summertime as leisure travelers hit 
the road. 

Many experts are predicting a gradual 
drop in gas prices this year. However, 
many states, such as California, already 
are seeing prices of $3 a gallon in some 
places. 

Much of what is happening now in en- 
ergy markets is being blamed on money 
pouring out of Wall Street as a hedge 
against a weakening U.S. currency. Com- 
modities like oil and gas attract investors 
during uncertain times because they’re 
solid, tangible investments; also, a weak 
dollar makes it cheaper for foreigners to 
invest in oil and gas. All that increased in- 
vestor demand pushes up prices. 

Almost all experts say the gasoline 
price increases can’t last, but those same 
experts say they’re shocked that gas has 
soared past $2.50 this spring. 

The Energy Department’s Energy In- 
formation Administration predicted on 
Tuesday that consumers will be paying a 
national average of $2.70 a gallon by July, 
before prices level off. 
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Foreclosure 
numbers dip 


6% in May

WASHINGTON — The number 
of U.S. households on the verge of 
losing their homes dipped in May 
from April, and the annual in- 
crease was the smallest in three 
years. 

But as layoffs, rather than risky 
mortgages, become the main rea- 
son that borrowers default on 
their home loans, foreclosures 
likely will remain elevated this 
year and into 2010. Many econo- 
mists expect unemployment, 
now at 9.4 percent nationwide, to 
rise as high as 10 percent, and 
some project it will exceed the 
post-World War II record of 10.8 
percent. 

Foreclosure filings fell 6 per- 
cent in May from April, accord- 
ing to RealtyTrac Inc. More than 
321,000 households received at 
least one  foreclosure-related 
notice last month — 18 percent 
more than a year earlier — but 
the smallest annual gain since 
June 2006. 

Despite the drop from April, 
it was the third-highest monthly 
rate since Irvine, Calif.-based Re- 
alty Trac began its report in Janu- 
ary 2005, and the third straight 
month with more than 300,000 
households receiving a foreclo- 
sure filing.

sure listing firm’s report. 

The mortgage industry has 
resumed cracking down on de- 
linquent borrowers after foreclo- 
sures were temporarily halted 
by mortgage finance companies 
Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac 
and other lenders. 

Banksrepossessed about 65,000 
homes in May, up from 64,000 in 
April, due to big increases in sev- 
eral states including Michigan, 
Arizona and Nevada. 

After banks take over foreclosed 
homes, they usually put them up 
for sale at deep discounts, pull- 
ing down prices for other sellers. 
Nationwide, sales of foreclosures 
and other distressed properties 
made up about 45 percent of the 
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market in April, according to the 
National Association of Realtors. 

The supply of new foreclosures 
had diminished in recent months 
as banks held off on taking back 
properties, but it’s starting to 
surge again, said Gary Kent, 
a San Diego real estate broker 
who focuses on the foreclosure 
market. 

“Everything I’ve got that’s 
priced right is just flying off the 
shelves,” he said. 

On a state-by-state basis, Ne- 
vada had the nation’s highest 
foreclosure rate in May, with one 
every 64 households receiving a 
filing. California took the No. 2 
slot previously occupied by Flor- 
ida. California’s rate was one in 
every 144 households.

Dear Liz: Can you tell me if 
the new credit card reform bill 
will apply to interest rates that 
were raised in the past? In other 
words, if a rate was unjustly 
raised, will the card issuer be ob- 
ligated to lower it when the new 
law begins? 

Answer: No. Credit 
card companies won’t 
have to adjust rates 
and can continue to 
raise rates for any rea- 
son until the law goes 
into effect in February 
2010. At that point, is- 
suers will be restricted 
from raising rates on 
existing balances un- 
less the increase is 
because of a change 
in the card’s variable 
rate, the rate was in 
a promotion period 
which has ended or the cardhold- 
er is 60 days or more late with a 
payment. 

Card issuers will be able to 
raise interest rates on future pur- 
chases but will have to give 45 
days notice before doing so. The 
coming restrictions mean card is- 
suers are likely to continue jack- 
ing up rates and fees while they 
still can, industry experts say. 

Dear Liz: Is there any downside 
to refinancing? I have 15 years to 
go on a 30-year fixed-rate mort- 
gage at 6.625 percent. I’d like to 
take advantage of today’s lower 
rates, but the only way I could 
lower my payment substantially 
would be to switch to another 30- 
year mortgage. We crunched the 
numbers for a 15-year mortgage, 
but the payment would be about 
the same.

It feels odd to sign up for a 30- 
year loan at age 54, but my pri- 
mary reason to refinance would 
be to protect myself in case of the 
unexpected, such as a job loss. I 
have no other debt and my credit 
is excellent. 

Answer: The benefits of refi- 
nancing wane the longer 
you’ve been paying down 
your loan. Youre far 
enough into your mort- 
gage that refinancing to 
another 30-year loan will 
increase the total interest 
you pay over the life of the 
loans, even if your interest 
rate drops substantially. 

If your mortgage was 
originally $200,000, for 
example, you could pay 
more than $60,000 in ad- 
ditional interest by re- 


financing the balance 
at the midway point, as you’re 
considering. 


There are situations where 
reducing a monthly payment is 
so important that it’s worth the 
extra cost. If you couldn’t afford 
the current payments or were 
far behind in saving for retire- 
ment, you could make a case for 
refinancing. 

But you’ll want to do the math 
for your particular situation be- 
fore proceeding. The mortgage 
calculators at HSH Associates 
Financial Publishers, at www.

Dodd endorses creation of new 
consumer protection agency

WASHINGTON — Sen. Chris- 
topher Dodd, D-Conn., chairman 
of the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee, Thursday announced his 
support for the creation of a new 
agency with broad authority to 
protect consumers of financial 
products such as mortgage loans 
and credit cards. 

The Obama _ administration 
plans to propose such an agency 
this week as a key piece of its 
agenda for the reform of finan- 
cial regulations. Dodd, whose 
committee will play a crucial role 
in legislating those reforms, had 
reserved judgment until now. 

The new office would strip 
away a major part of the respon- 
sibilities of the federal agencies 
that regulate banks, particularly 
the Federal Reserve. 

“The economic mess we’re in is 
rooted in a spectacular failure of 
consumer protection,” Dodd said 
in a statement.

The statement added that the 
Fed “failed for over 14 years to 
put an end to the predatory mort- 
gage lending practices that led to 
the financial crisis.”

MANCHESTER, Tenn. — The 
eighth annual Bonnaroo Music 
Festival got under way Thursday 
with stormy weather, but it did 
little to dampen enthusiasm as 
music’s favorite beach bum unex- 
pectedly joined the lineup. 

One act, the San Diego rock 
band Delta Spirit, had their set 
postponed several hours because 
of weather-related travel difficul- 
ties. But the festival announced 
a late addition so identified with 
sunny weather that he would 
seem a hopeful good luck charm:

Buffett, who started his ca- 
reer in Nashville before finding 
his musical path in the Florida 
Keys, was scheduled to play Sat- 
urday, joining Ilo and the Coral 
Reefer All-Stars, a group led by 
a friend of Buffett’s: guitarist Ilo 
Ferreira. 

The Thursday evening slate of 
Bonnaroo was a mere appetizer 
for the 3-day megafestival, held 
on a 700-acre country site about 
an hour’s drive south of Nashville. 
A handful of buzzed-about bands 
— White Rabbits and Passion Pit 
among them — took to one of the 
festival’s five stages and enjoyed 
a dry early evening before light- 
ning and rain returned. 


More than 100 acts were to fol- 
low in the coming days, includ- 
ing headliners Phish and Bruce 
Springsteen. 

This year’s Bonnaroo bowed 
with hopes for a greener festival, 
aiming to cut down on two scourg- 
es typical of giant festivals: trash 
and water bottles.

MEMPHIS, Tenn. — Return- 
ing to work for the first time since 
disclosing last month that his wife 
has breast cancer, Phil Mickelson 
made a solid, 2-under 68 to wind 
up four shots behind leader Brian 
Gay in the St. Jude Classic on 
Thursday. 

He wore a pink ribbon stitched 
into the side of his white cap and 
at times looked fatigued, but he 
wasted no time firing up fans with 
birdies on the opening two holes. 
Then came a sliced tee shot into 
the water and a nearly four-putt 
green. He birdied two of the last 
three holes. A typical round for 
one of golf’s unpredictable stars. 

Jose Maria Olazabal, a two- 
time Masters champion recently 
elected to the World Golf Hall of 
Fame, was the opening day’s sur- 
prise. Coping with arthritis pain, 
the Spaniard shot a 66 to finish in 
a group that included Rich Beem 
and Graeme McDowell.

Olazabal played four rounds at 
the Memorial, failed to make it 
through 36-hole U.S. Open quali- 
fying on Monday and is hurting 
from injuries that have limited 
his play in recent years.

Mickelson could not have 
scripted a better start to his 
round, opening with an approach 
to 5 feet for birdie and holing a 
25-foot birdie putt on the next 
hole, the par-3 11th. 

Asked if he thought it was a 
typical round, he replied, “Once 
we got going.” 

“T felt a little rusty, but I made 
a couple of birdies early, and that 
made it more relaxed,” he said.

With 65 and first-round lead, Castrale shows positive signs

HAVRE DE GRACE, Md. — Nicole Cas- 
trale won’t deny what the numbers clearly 
indicate: Her golf game has suffered since 
2007, when she won her only tournament 
on the LPGA Tour and took home more 
than $850,000. 

Fortunately for Castrale, she has a job 
she enjoys. It helps that she gets to work 
with her husband, Craig, her caddie the 
past six years. So, after Castrale shot a 7- 
under 65 Thursday for the first-round lead 
in the LPGA Championship, she wasn’t 
about to claim she had righted her game. 
Instead, Castrale merely held out hope that 
her efforts to improve were paying Off. 

“It’s tough when you struggle,” she said. 
“TI may have regressed a little bit, but I’ve 
learned to grind the last year and a half, 
because I haven’t had it. It’s golf. It’s a 
game. It isn’t perfect. So all I can do is do 
my best.” 

Her best was better than anyone else 
after 18 holes in the LPGA Tour’s second 
major tournament of the season. Castrale 
birdied six of the first nine holes to take a 





one-shot lead over rookie Anna Nordavist. 

Shanshan Feng of China was in third at 
67. Feng made her only bogey on No. 13, 
and moved up the leaderboard with birdies 
on 15 and 16. 

Castrale’s 6-under 30 was the lowest on 
the front nine at the Bulle Rock Course 
since the tournament moved from DuPont 
Country Club in 2005. Taking advantage of 
a wet course that rendered the greens slow 
and true, Castrale played virtually flaw-

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less golf until a drive into the rough on 18 
led to her only bogey. 

The last time Castrale had a record- 
setting round at Bulle Rock was in 2006, 
when she opened with a career-low 64. No 
one in tournament history shot that be- 
fore at Bulle Rock, and no one has done it 
since. But Castrale followed with a 75, then 
stepped in a drain after leaving the fitness 
trailer that night, spraining her left ankle 
and ending up tied for 34th. She rebound- 


ed to have a fine 2007 season, but finished 
in the top-10 six times in 21 tournaments 
last year. “Last year, if that’s my bad year, 
then I’ll take it,’ said Castrale, who won 
$540,644 in 2008. This year, Castrale failed 
to do better than 15th in her first nine out- 
ings — twice missing the cut. 

Nordqvist, who turned 22 on Wednesday, 
is playing in her fourth professional tour- 
nament. That’s not the only reason her 66 
was so surprising. She also had to wake up 
at 4:30 a.m. for a 7:15 tee time. Showing no 
signs of nervousness in her first major, Nor- 
dqvist started with a par, then birdied Nos. 
2 and 5 before a shot into the bunker on 6 
produced her lone bogey. Birdies putts of 3, 
5 and 18 feet followed, enabling the Swede 
to make the turn at 4 under. Nordqvist said 
she “lost momentum.” at that point because 
of slow play ahead of her, but long birdie 
putts on 14 and 17 and a solid par on 18 
completed her best round as a pro.

Rare were the heights that Andrew Qual- 
lio and Celine Baldevia achieved during the 
2008-09 school year. And because of those ac- 
complishments, they have been selected Pa- 
cific high school athletes of the year. 

Baldevia, a senior, served as what coaches 
called the “backbone” of Osan American’s 
program in her drive to do what had been done 
only once before — be part of teams that won 
Far East Girls Class A tournament titles in 
volleyball, basketball and soccer in the same 
school year. 

Quallio, a senior, won his second consecu- 
tive Far East 3.1-mile cross country race and 
became the first athlete in Zama American 
history to be chosen All-American, placing 
ninth in USA Track and Field’s national cham- 
pionship in Virginia in December. 

Baldevia — all of 5 feet 3 inches of her — 
had 180 spike kills in 539 attempts, served 65 
aces, had 195 set assists (102 at Class A) and 
180 defensive digs. She even had 21 blocks 
in the Far East tournament despite her lack 
of imposing height. Osan went 25-6 and beat 
Morrison Christian Academy for the Class A 
title in a two-match final. 

In basketball, Baldevia averaged 9.5 points, 
5.5 rebounds and 3.9 steals for the Cougars 
(12-2 Korean-American Interscholastic Ac- 
tivities Conference, 21-5 overall), who edged 
Robert D. Edgren 41-37 in the Class A final. 

And in soccer, she overcame a midseason 
injury to backstop the Cougars to a 23-5-3 re- 
cord and their first Class A title since 2006. 

“She doesn’t brag, she isn’t loud or cocky, 
she’s just a hard-working competitor,’ Daegu 
American basketball coach Michelle Chan- 
dler said. “I hold her as a fine example of what 
our female athletes should aspire to be: hard- 
working, humble and champions.” 

Humble is a word many also use to describe 
Quallio, who is headed for the Air Force 
Academy. 

He broke the 22-year-old Tama Hills Recre- 
ation Center course record by 24 seconds (14 
minutes, 29.9 seconds), had the fastest Pacific 
time this season (15:25 at Iwakuni) and won 
the Far East title in 16:20 at Misawa Air Base. 
His national-meet time of 16:05 was 10 sec- 
onds behind the winner. 

In track, he won all but his last race of the 
season, the 1,500 in the Kanto Invitational. 
He rewrote every school middle-distance re- 
cord and holds the Kanto league 3,000 record 
(8:58.5). 

“He’s easily one of the best kids I’ve ever 
taught,” Zama athletic director Ed Fogell 
said. “Very dedicated student who works his 
tail off. He is popular among his peers, plays 
in the jazz band and runs, runs and runs some 
more. Very respectful as well.”

Falcons cut susp

ATLANTA— The Michael Vick 
era in Atlanta is officially over. 

Falcons general manager 
Thomas Dimitroff said the team 
relinquished its contractual 
rights to Vick on Friday. 

“Michael remains suspended 
by the NFL,” Dimitroff said. 
“However, in the event NFL com- 
missioner Roger Goodell decides 
to reinstate Michael, we feel his 
best opportunity to re-engage his 
football career would be at an- 
other club.” 

The move was no surprise. 
Owner Arthur Blank has said 
Vick would not return to the 
Falcons. 

“Everybody always knew that 
Mike wouldn’t be playing with 
the Falcons,” Vick’s agent, Joel 
Segal, said. “He’s really just tak- 
ing it one day at a time.” 

The NFL had no comment. 

Falcons spokesman Reggie 
Roberts said the team’s release 
of Vick opens the door for other 
NFL teams to talk with the quar- 
terback. Roberts said Vick can 
sign with another team even be- 
fore Goodell decides on clearing 
the way for Vick to play. 

Goodell has not committed to 
reinstating Vick after the quar- 
terback completes his 23-month 
sentence on July 20 for running 
a dogfighting ring. Vick is mak- 
ing $10 an hour as a construction 
worker while he serves the final 
two months of his sentence on 
home confinement in Hampton, 
Va. Vick was released from fed- 
eral prison in Kansas on May 20. 

Vick was the Falcons No. 1 
draft pick in 2001. He played 
six seasons with the team, but 
the Falcons moved on by mak- 
ing quarterback Matt Ryan their 
No. 1 pick last year. Ryan started 
every game as a rookie and led 
the Falcons to the playoffs. 

Vick was the figurehead for 
the Falcons and, as a dual-threat 
quarterback, was one of the 
NFL’s most dynamic stars before 
his sudden downfall. 


McNabb gets $24.5M deal 


PHILADELPHIA — Donovan 
McNabb and the Philadelphia 
Eagles agreed Thursday to re- 
structure the final two years of 
his contract. McNabb’s new deal 
is worth $24.5 million over the 
next two seasons, a person famil- 


iar with the negotiations told The 
Associated Press. 

A “significant” portion of 
McNabb’s base salary for 2010 
also is guaranteed, according to 
the source, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity because terms 
of the deal were not released. 
While signing bonuses are guar- 
anteed in NFL contracts, base 
salaries usually are not. 

The five-time Pro Bowl quar- 
terback was due to make $19.2 
million over the next two seasons. 
The team announced the restruc- 
tured deal Thursday night. 

McNabb led the Eagles to the 
NFC championship game against 
Arizona after two road victo- 
ries in the playoffs. It was Phil- 
adelphia’s fifth appearance in 
the conference title game under 
McNabb. The Eagles are 1-4 in 
those games and lost to New Eng- 
land in their only trip to the Super 
Bowl in 2005. 

McNabb, who is entering his 
11th season with the Eagles, is the 
franchise’s career leader in sev- 
eral categories, including pass- 
ing yards (29,320) and touchdown 
passes (194). He also has led the 
team to the playoffs seven times, 
best in team history. 


Judge delays Taylor hearing 


MIAMI — A judge on Thurs- 
day delayed a decision on whether 
a suspect in the slaying of Wash- 
ington Redskins star defensive 
back Sean Taylor can withdraw 
his guilty plea. 

A hearing was to be held Friday 
on the request by Venjah Hunte, 
21. But after a private conference 
with lawyers, Miami-Dade Cir- 
cuit Judge Dennis Murphy post- 
poned the issue for another week. 

Hunte’s plea deal calls for a 29- 
year prison sentence. He could 
get life if he goes to trial with four 
fellow defendants and is found 
guilty. 

Taylor, 24, died after being shot 
during an attempted robbery at 
his home in November 2007. He 
was an All-Pro safety with the 
Redskins after starring in college 
at Miami. 


Jones seeks to play for U.S. 


FRANKFURT — Schalke mid- 
fielder Jermaine Jones has told 
the governing body of German 
soccer that he wants to play for 
the U.S. national team. 

Jones has dual German and 
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U.S. citizenship. According to 
new FIFA regulations, Jones 
can switch national teams since 
he never played in a tournament 
game for Germany, the Deutscher 
Fussball Bund said Friday. 

The midfielder, 27, did not make 
Germany’s European Champion- 
ship team last year. 

Jones is the son of an American 
soldier and grew up in Frankfurt, 
where he played for Eintracht be- 
fore moving to Schalke in 2007. 


Formula One adds U.S. team 


PARIS — Formula One will 
feature three new teams in the 
2010 season, including one from 
the United States. 

The sport’s governing body 
FIA announced a lineup of 13 
teams Friday, including new en- 
trants Campos Grand Prix of 
Spain, Britain-based Manor and 
American team US F1. 

US F1 is based in Charlotte, 
N.C., and led by team principal 
Ken Anderson, a former techni- 
cal director for F1 teams Ligier 
and Onyx. The team said it hopes 
to show “that American technol- 
ogy, American drivers and the 
American competitive spirit can 
compete and win on the F1 global 
stage.” 


GM making NASCAR cuts 


BROOKLYN, Mich. — General 
Motors is planning to cut back on 
its support of NASCAR teams in 
all of the sanctioning body’s pro- 
fessional series. 

Chevrolet spokesman Terry 
Rhadigan says GM, which is re- 


organizing through bankruptcy, 
is discussing what he described 
as incremental cutbacks in sup- 
port. He said cuts would be made 
soon and that the discussions are 
“indeed NASCAR-wide.” 

Rhadigan would not say if one 
series would be affected more 
than others, nor would he detail 
the size of the cuts or how much 
GM spends on NASCAR. 

The automaker, through its 
Chevrolet brand, provides cash 
and other support to teams, in- 
cluding engines and parts. 


ESPN gets Rose Bowl in 2011 


BRISTOL, Conn. — The Rose 
Bowl will be televised on ESPN 
beginning in January 2011, giv- 
ing the network broadcast rights 
to all Bowl Championship Series 
games. 

ESPN announced the agree- 
ment with the Rose Bowl on 
Friday. 

The network had said it would 
air the Fiesta, Orange, Sugar and 
BCS national championship game 
as part of a multiyear agreement 
that also begins in January 2011. 

The 2010 Rose Bowl and the 
2010 BCS national title game from 
Pasadena, Calif., will remain on 
ABC. The Rose Bowl has had a 
separate media rights agreement 
from other BCS bowls. 

The 2011 season will mark the 
first time all BCS bowls will be on 
cable television.

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Yankees foiled again as Red Sox rally at Fenway

BOSTON — The Boston Red 
Sox are 8-0 against the New York 
Yankees, and they’1l have most of 
the summer to lord it over their 
AL East rivals. 

J.D. Drew hit an RBI single to 
spark an eighth-inning rally, then 
scored the go-ahead run on Mike 
Lowell’s fly ball to help the Red 
Sox beat New York 4-3 on Thurs- 
day night. Boston has swept New 
York in all three series this sea- 
son, and the teams don’t meet 
again until Aug. 6. 

“I know the fans probably 
love it,’ Red Sox manager Terry 
Francona said. “Good for them; 
they should. We just want to win 
every game.” 

It’s the first time the Red Sox 
have won the first eight over 
their archrivals since they helped 
christen the brand-new Fenway 
Park by winning the first 14 
matchups against the Highland- 
ers in 1912. Counting the last 
time they met last season, Boston 
has won nine straight. 

“We definitely didn’t envi- 
sion this when we started off the 
three-game road trip. We came

CLEVELAND — Coco Crisp 
thought he still had a chance to 
get to Shin-Soo Choo’s bouncing 
base hit. A bird beat him to it. 

The ball flattened a low-flying 
gull in the 10th inning and rolled 
past Kansas City’s center fielder, 
scoring Mark DeRosa from sec- 
ond base to give the Cleveland 
Indians a 4-3 victory over the 
Royals on Thursday night. 

“Crazy things happen in this 
game,” Crisp said after Choo’s 
line single over the second-base 
bag clipped one of hundreds of 
birds that buzz the ballpark. “It 
was hit so sharply, I felt like I had 
a chance,” Crisp said. “You never 
know what the heck is going to 
happen.” 

Incidentally, the stunned bird 
flopped around for a few seconds 
before flying off. 

“T didn’t see it, but I’ll take it,” 
Choo said. 
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Two years ago, a swarm of bugs 
rattled New York Yankees pitcher 
Joba Chamberlain during the AL 
division series, helping the Indi- 
ans rally. 

The bugs are common near the 
lakefront in late spring, and for 
the past few weeks flocks of gulls 
have been feeding off them. 

“TI guess the bugs brought the 
birds with that whole nature 
thing,” Crisp said. “I’d rather 
have the birds, to be honest.” 

DeRosa opened the inning with 
a single off Kyle Farnsworth (1-4) 
— his third single along with two 
walks in five times up. 

Victor Martinez then walked 
and Choo lined a 1-0 pitch over 
second and off the gull. The col- 
lision changed the ball’s path just 
enough to redirect it past Crisp 
all the way to the wall. 

Matt Herges (2-0) worked the 
top of the 10th, allowing one hit. 
The right-hander has not allowed 
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arun in his past 107/3 innings.

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Howard's big night 
ends on low note

ORLANDO, Florida — The Su- 
perman capes were left crinkled 
up under the seats after a record- 
setting performance by Dwight 
Howard on Thursday couldn’t 
prevent the Orlando Magic slip- 
ping to a 3-1 deficit in the NBA 
Finals series. 

The man dubbed Superman set 
a finals record with nine blocked 
shots to go with 16 points and 21 
rebounds. However the All-Star 
center missed eight free throws 
— including two that could have 
sealed a victory in regulation — 
and the Magic lost 99-91 in over- 
time to the Los Angeles Lakers. 

Orlando was ahead 87-84 with 
11.1 seconds remaining in the 
fourth quarter when Howard was 
fouled, but he missed both free 
throws. 

“T just missed them,” said How- 
ard. “I’ve been working on my 
free throws. They just weren’t 
falling tonight. There’s no need to 
get down on myself. I did a lot of 
good things tonight, just my free 
throws weren’t there.” 

Howard, who had been shoot- 
ing 65 percent from the line in 
the playoffs, finished 6-for-14 








from the stripe. The Magic were 
22-for-37. 

“How would you feel? Pretty 
bad, right? He’s obviously upset,” 
Magic guard J.J. Redick said. 
“Tt’s a disappointing way to lose 
— 11 seconds, up three with two 
free throws. You at least feel 
you’re going to get another trip 
to the free throw line because 
they have to foul. End up losing in 
overtime.” 

It brought back memories of 
the Magic’s only other finals ap- 
pearance, when Nick Anderson 
missed four consecutive free 
throws at the end of Game 1 of 
the 1995 finals. Orlando never re- 
covered and was swept 4-0 by the 
Houston Rockets. 

These finals looked just the 
same. 

Los Angeles’ Derek Fisher hit 
a three-pointer to send the game 
into overtime, and another big 
one in OT, and the Magic now 
must win three straight if they 
are to take the 2009 title. 

“We can’t hang our heads,” 
Howard said. “We still believe. 
There’s no reason to have any 
doubts right now.” 

Howard looked like he was 
going to bring the Magic to a 2-2 





series tie, but Orlando blew a 12- 
point halftime lead and collapsed 
in the final minute of regulation. 
Howard had seven turnovers in 
the game and missed another 
free throw in overtime. 

“It’s tough for him,’ Magic 
point guard Rafer Alston said. 
“He played a great game. I’m not 
going to base his performance 
or anything like that on one free 
throw.” 

It was another excruciating loss 
for the Magic. Another game they 
had plenty of opportunities to 
win. It’s been that way all series 
and throughout the franchise’s 
history. 

Magic guard Courtney Lee 
missed an alley-oop attempt at 
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the buzzer in Game 2, a potential- 
game winner that was magnified 
after Orlando lost in overtime. 

This franchise has seen plenty 
of heartbreak over the years: 
Shaquille O’Neal bolting for Los 
Angeles after the 1995-96 season, 
Grant Hill’s constant injuries, 
and so many potent Magic teams 
led by Tracy McGrady that never 
made it past the first round. 

While the Magic have climbed 
back from nearly every obstacle 
this season — injuries, playoff 
deficits and buzzer-beaters — 
this one might be too difficult to 
overcome. Only eight NBA teams 
have come back from a 3-1 deficit 
in a best-of-seven series.

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Fisher saves Lakers twice 
to overcome Magic in OT

ORLANDO, Fla. — To this day, it is re- 
ferred to simply as 0.4, the last-second shot 
that first made Derek Fisher famous. 

In Game 4 of the NBA Finals, Fisher 
might have topped it. 

Twice. 

Fisher hit two key three-pointers — one 
with 4.6 seconds left in regulation, the 
other with 31.3 seconds to go in overtime 
—as the Los Angeles Lakers moved within 
one victory of their 15th championship by 
beating the Orlando Magic 99-91 on Thurs- 
day night to open a 3-1 series lead. 

Fisher, 34, in his second stint with the 
Lakers after stops in Golden State and 
Utah, was best known for his turnaround 
fling with 0.4 seconds left in the 2004 play- 
offs against San Antonio. He has two more 
shots that rank with it. 

“Maybe 100, 101, something like that,” 
the 13-year veteran joked. “No, I mean, 
obviously, it’s at the top. You know, even 
greater than 0.4 because I feel like we’re as 
close as possible to what our end goal is.” 

The Lakers can wrap up their first title 
since 2002 on Sunday in Game 5. If neces- 
sary, Games 6 and 7 would be played back 
in Los Angeles. 

The only way the Lakers, who overcame 
a 12-point halftime deficit in Game 4 and 
improved to 7-0 after a playoff loss, can 
be denied a crown is if they lose three in 
a row. 

That hasn’t happened all season. 

The Magic, commandos of the comeback 
in the playoffs, need a rally for the ages. No 
team has come back from a 3-1 deficit to 
win the finals. 

“There’s no reason for us to hold our 
heads down,” Orlando center Dwight How- 
ard said. “We will believe until there’s no 
more games to be played.” 

Howard was magnificent everywhere 
but at the free-throw line. He scored 16 
points with 21 rebounds and a finals-re- 
cord nine blocks. But he made just 6-of-14 
foul shots, and it was his two crucial misses 
with 11.1 seconds to go in regulation that 
doomed the Magic.
